PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Grace be unto you and peace from Him who is and who was and 
who is to come. Amen 


Beloved Brethren in Christ; co-laborers in the vineyard of our 
blessed Lord: 


A cry for union pervades the Church of the present day, a cry 


from the councils of the churches, from denominations and organiza- 
tions, from congregations at home and mission fields abroad—an 
irrepressible cry from pulpit and pew. Union is the shibboleth of 
our time, and its advocates are pleading for mergers of individual 
congregations, of entire church bodies, of whole denominations, yea, 
of all Christian churches on earth, into one great and all-embracing 
visible Church of Christ, a visible kingdom of the invisible Lord. 


Why this clamor for union? Do some of the churches feel that 
their influence is steadily decreasing? Do they realize that the forces 
of darkness are straining every effort to emancipate humanity from 
“the tyranny of the Church,” and to destroy every religious thought 
and idea? Is the cry for union the outgrowth of the conviction that 
self-preservation demands an alignment of all religious forces? Or 
are there other reasons? 


This age is an age of consolidation, combination and central- 
ization. Mergers are in the air. Gigantic trusts have been formed 
in business and industry in order to reduce expenses, to increase the 


supply, and thereby to control the market. Is the example of the 


commercial world contagious? Has the trust-ideal thrown its night- 
mare over the Church and provoked the clamor for uniting its forces? 


Whatever the reasons may be, the fact remains that during 
recent decades more ecclesiastical unions have been formed than ever 
before. Community churches have been established. Congregations 
of different denominations have been merged. Church bodies and 
whole denominations have been organically united. Others are con- 
templating mergers. Are all these unions in harmony with the 
Scriptures, and will they prove a blessing to the Church? There 
is no doubt in my mind that they are so meant and that among their 
advocates there are many earnest and sincere Christian men and 
women consecrated to the cause of Christ and concerned about the 
up-building of His kingdom. Yet the question remains: Are these 
unions based on God’s Word, so that we may expect them to be a 
source of blessing to the Church? 
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Sad to say, in many of them the truths of the Word of God, 
even the very fundamentals of Christianity, are regarded as matters 
of indifference. Creeds and confessions are pronounced obsolete. 
Doctrinal differences are ignored. Men confessing and men denying 
the Trinity of God, the Deity of Christ, His vicarious atonement, 
justification by faith, etc. recognize one another as brethren. The 
principle prevails that divergent views in matters of doctrine, even 
of the fundamentals, are equally permissible. Experience and ob- 
servation would lead one to believe that many of these advocates and 
proponents of Church union—and, unfortunately, some in the ranks 
of our own Lutheran Zion—are quite ready to ignore differences of 
doctrine and practice, if only those with whom they urge: union are 
recognized as men of good morals and of civic righteousness. Evi- 
dently what they want is a union, not based on unity of faith but 
rather on ethical conduct. That explains why in answer to the 
question: “If the statement of Jesus that He only is the way of 
salvation is true, upon what basis are the Jews saved?” one of the 
foremost apostles of these unions, speaking over the radio, answered: 
“Every man that worketh righteousness is acceptable to God.” In 
reply to the question: “What must I do to be saved?” the selfsame 
man is reported to have said: “If you are a Roman Catholic, go 
to your Priest; if you are a Jew, go to your Rabbi; if you are a 
Protestant, go to your Minister, etc.” The saving of human souls 
and the up-building of Christ’s kingdom are not only secondary 
matters in the cases of some of these unions but they seem to have 
been entirely eliminated from their programs. 


A few examples will characterize their aims. The topics dis- 
cussed at one of their conventions (Columbus, Ohio, January, 1929) 
were: The Abolition of War, Participation of Labor in the Profits of 
Industry, The Teaching of Sex Perplexities to the Modern Youth, 
The Enactment of Stricter Marriage Laws, The Promotion of Better 
Fellowship toward the American Negro, The Promotion of Organic 
Union among Christian Denominations, etc. On this convention 
the pastor of a Baptist Church commented as follows: “Columbus 
has been treated to the superb spectacle of men who are supposed to 
be prophets of God more concerned, apparently, with birth control 
than with the birth from above, more concerned with insurance 
against unemployment than with insurance against hell, more con- 
cerned that nations should have peace amon, themselves than that the 
sinner should have peace with God, more concerned that men should 
have fair wages than that men should escape the wages of sin. 
Sin and lawlessness are rampant, society is on the toboggan, the 
devil is greasing the skids, and the prophets of God are playing 
marbles. They have lost their message and forgotten their mission. 
Instead of calling men out of spiritual death by the power of the 
risen Christ, they are content to whitewash the tombs. Instead of 
calling men to the narrow way that leadeth to life everlasting, 
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they are concerned chiefly with seeing that the broad way has 
better paving and more attractive scenery. They have abandoned 
the gospel of regeneration for a program of reformation. The present 
problems of the Church and of society will never be solved by 
preacher-reformers with rusty knee joints, dusty Bibles, and musty 
messages. And hooking a 10-Watt prophet up with a 50,000-Watt 
broadcasting set (Dr. Cadman was the radio speaker) does not make 

“a 60,010-Watt message either, any more than a 500-candle power 
searchlight on the steeple can make up for a dim bulb in the pulpit. 
The crowning scandal of the Follies of 1929 was the featuring at 
the closing session of a man who has flatly repudiated the Word of 
God and contradicted the Son of God.” : 


In 1930 the same group assembled in convention was told by a 
layman, a member of a Columbus community church and a teacher of 
a Bible Class: “Scrap the Bible in your search for Christian unity, 
for it provides the happy hunting ground for all who wish to find any 
new religious denominations. .. . . 80 per cent of the Bible is 
pure rubbish anyhow. .. . We must face the situation frankly, 
for the present generation will not use the Bible, and it is up to those 
of us of the older generation to put up a new Bible. The 
Bible has influenced the world’s thinking more than any other book 
ever written, but any intelligent person would know that God did not 
write it, for if He had He would have done a much better job. 

What we need in present day social life is not Christ’s 
divinity but His humanity. The reference to the Holy Trinity is 
nothing more than « pious forgery. We must get a God concept to 
square with the facts of science. The question of Christ’s divinity 
is of little importance—it merely provides something to argue about.” 

This convention celebrated the 1900th anniversary of Pentecost 
and held a joint communion service in which twenty-five denomina- 
tions participated. A pastor of the United Presbyterian Church 
did not hesitate to pronounce this convention “a travesty on Pentecost, 
a shallow mockery of divine truth, a travesty on apostolic faith and a 
hollow sham that God will neither recognize rgr honor.” 


“This convention denies the truth which made Pentecost possible 
and rejects the Christ who kept and fulfilled His promise to mankind. 
We witnessed the spectacle of men who deny the Virgin birth, who 
laugh at the sacrificial atonement of Jesus Christ, who discount the 
fact of His resurrection, and who jeer at the hope of His return. 
Parkes Cadman, professors from the Union Seminary, and others, 
men who a generation ago would have been labeled infidels in any 
evangelical church, have come in this day of the Church’s apostasy 
to celebrate for us the birthday of the Church. Should your church 
or mine support a movement that brings to this city the most 
dangerous, the most subtle, the most clever deceivers that have ever 
destroyed men’s faith in the one and only Lord of Pentecost?” 
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This pastor interpreted the whole Federated Church movement 
as “a subtle attempt of the devil to establish a Protestant hierarchy 
that will stifle the least efforts of humble believers to preach that 
Christ was crucified and then arose to save a lost world.” 

His is not the only voice of warning within the churches that 
have made union their shibboleth. The American Church Monthly 
| of the Protestant Episcopal Church says in regard to the Federal 

| Council of Churches: “We fear the erection of a great ecclesiastical 
| machine which will endeavor to mold the opinions and control the 
actions of the members of Protestant denominations. The matter 
| of our affiliation is constantly growing more serious because of the 
| Council’s increasing activities. More and more it undertakes to 
intervene in all manner of moral, economical and political questions 
and advocate specific legislation under all these heads. It assumes 
to speak authoritatively for all the Protestant bodies. 
We believe that there is great danger that the church will be draguet 
through this agency into unfortunate commitments.” 

How can men professing to adhere to the truth enter into ecclesi- 
astical unions with men denying the truth? I can find but one reason: 
Indifference to the Word of God, to the truth of the Gospel. And the 
sworn enemy of Christ and His Church uses this very indifference 
which as a rule poses as tolerance, liberality and Christian love, 
yea, as the spirit of Christ, to lead these unionists into all sorts of 
alliances and to make such alliances the means of barring souls from 
Christ and destroying the Church. 

Oh, that we Lutheran Christians might at all times realize the 
danger of entangling alliances and bear the charges of self-conceit, 
narrowness, bigotry, fanaticism, exclusiveness, and the like, rather 
than permit ourselves to become unequally yoked together with the 
enemies of Christ and His truth. To maintain confessional Luther- 
anism in the atmosphere of unionism now so prevalent is indeed 
extremely difficult. However, union without unity is a deception and 
a lie, an abomination in the sight of God and one of Satan’s most 
powerful and piercing weapons with which he would shatter the 
walls of Zion. 


The Lutheran Church has a different conception of a union 
pleasing to God and beneficial to the Church. In this Jubilee Year 
of the Augsburg Confession Lutherans throughout the world should 
remember that in this genetic confession around which all those 
rallied who accepted the faith of Luther, our fathers have laid down 
those principles which forever should guide all true Evangelicals in 
matters of fellowship and union. Article VII of the Augsburg Con- 
fession says: To the true unity of the church it is enough to agree 
concerning the doctrine of the Gospel and the administration of the 
Sacraments.” Wherever this agreement is found there is true unity 
and the proper basis for union. The requisite for external union is 


— 
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internal unity, unity as to “the doctrine of the Gospel and the 
administration of the Sacraments, —no more and no less. 


Is this a principle drawn from the Scriptures, or a standard set 
up by men, i. e., a rule which human wisdom and diplomacy or carnal 
hatred against the opponents taught our fathers to establish? I 
answer: Their conscience was bound by the Word of God. God’s 
Word was to them the only infallible authority, norm and guide in 
all matters of faith and life. They remembered what Christ had 
said about false prophets and how His Apostles, the Apostle of love 
included, had contended against all false teachers and their teachings. 
Their conscience did not permit them to take these warnings lightly. 
The truth of the Gospel and the salvation of millions of souls were 
at stake. Truth and error cannot be at peace in the Church. They 
are sworn enemies. Thespirit of the Scriptures having so thoroughly 
taken root in them, our fathers enunciated the Biblical principle that 
unions presuppose, and can only be based upon, unity in the faith. 
If and when this unity does not exist there can be no union which 
is pleasing to God and beneficial to the Church. 


To believe that man can create true unity is a disastrous error. 
Our Savior knew that unity is a gift from above. Therefore, out of 
the depths of His heart, a heart burning with love for the Church, 
the petition arises to the throne of His Heavenly Father: “That they 
all may be one.” John 17:21. The Father heard His prayer and 
granted His petition. Through the Holy Spirit the Father has given 
to the Church that oneness for which His Son prayed. It is oneness 
in the faith wrought by the Spirit through the Word with which 
He is inseparably united, and through which He ever operates ‘in the 
hearts of men. It is unity effected by and dependent upon the Word 
of truth. Sad to say, that even many Lutherans pay little or no 
attention to this truth and believe that by uniting externally with 
those who call themselves Christians the prayer of Christ is being 
fulfilled. 

Superficial thinking and a zeal without knowledge confuse the 
Church Invisible, the Communion of Saints, and the Church Visible, 
the body of professing Christians, as it appears and operates here 
on earth under various names and denominational organizations. 
They ignore the fact that the Church is a matter of faith, not of 
sight, that real and abiding Church union obtains amongst those whom 
the Lord knows as His, even though those same believers never see 
one another nor labor together in the same temporal organization. 
The Christ’s highpriestly prayer for the oneness of His Church never 
intimated that there be an outward visible union of all those who call 
themselves Christians. Its burden is that all those who believe might 
ever be kept of one mind and one spirit, even as He and the Father 
are of one mind and one spirit. 


This internal unity alone will produce genuine external union. 
The latter is the natura] and logical outgrowth of the former. That 
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such unions are in full accord with the will of the great Head of the 
Church is evident. The Savior who prays, “that they all may be one,” 
at once adds to His petition, “that the world may believe that Thou 
hast sent me.” Internal unity is an invisible thing. In order that 
it may have its divinely appointed effect upon the world and become 
instrumental in leading souls to Christ, it must become manifest. 
Confession of the common faith is the first manifestation which should 
be followed, not necessarily by organic union, but at least by mutual 
recognition, fellowship and, if possible, cooperation. Unity in the 
truth as expressed by the preaching of the Gospel and the administra- 
tion of the Sacraments is the basis for a union in harmony with the 
prayer of Christ. Unity in the proclamation of the Gospel and the 
administration of the Sacraments however applies not only to doctrine, 
but also to practice. The latter is the application of the former to the 
life of the church. Biblical practice is the confession of the truth, 
un-Biblical practice its denial. For this reason a true union must be 
based upon unity in practice as well as in doctrine. Such is a union 
in accord with the Scriptures and Article VII of the Augsburg 
Confession. 


Leet us examine present day unions in the light of this principle. 
There are undoubtedly many Christians within the Church of Rome, 
possibly more true believers than in the churches of the Modernists. 
Nevertheless, can a Lutheran Christian enter into fellowship with.a 
church that is based upon the deception that God has appointed a 
human being the only mediator between God and man, the only dis- 
penser. of the treasures of salvation, the ruler over the bodies and 
souls of men, before whom every man must bow if he would escape 
the fire of hell? There are undoubtedly many Christians within the 
Reformed Churches, Christians possibly more faithful to Christ, more 
fervent in love, more consecrated to the cause of the Lord Jesus than 
many so-called Lutheran Christians. Nevertheless, can a Lutheran 
Christian enter into a union with them before the differences in 
doctrine have been removed? At Marburg, in 1529, Luther, by the 
grace of God, rescued for our church the blessed Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper by his firmness in confessing the Word of Christ. It 
was “philosophical undergirding of plain Scripture truth” that 
wrecked Protestant unity then, and today the conditio sine qua non 
of fellowship is nothing less than taking reason captive and accepting 
the Word of Christ in simple faith. Again, although there are un- 
doubtedly true Christians in some of the organizations, conventions 
and services to which our Lutheran pastors and churches are invited, 
nevertheless, conscience forbids us to enter into fellowship based upon 
the agreement that men may disagree as to doctrine and practice and 
that while some may confess the fundamentals of Christianity, others 
are permitted even to deny them. I respect a Presbyterian, a Meth- 
odist, a Baptist, who is faithful to his conviction and therefore rejects 
the doctrine of our church, but I grieve for a Lutheran who, failing 
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to appreciate what God has given him through the Reformation, and 
permitting himself to be tossed about by every wind of doctrine, is 
ready to fellowship with those who deny Lutheran truths, and thus 
sells his heritage for a mess of pottage. Most of the unions of the 
present day which their advocates claim to be in accordance with 
Christ’s high-priestly prayer are not based upon the principles laid 
down by the Scriptures and enunciated in the Augsburg Confession, 
but upon principles devised by human skill and wisdom. - 


Brethren, permit me to state in this connection that unless 
and until a Lutheran Synod has officially established fellowship with 
other bodies, its pastors and congregations ave giving offense if they 
participate in religious activities which presuppose unity in doctrine 
and practice when such unity does not exist. (That there may be 
a difference of opinion as to whether certain religious activities pre- 
suppose unity in doctrine and practice, I readily admit.) Attempts 
to force unions in this way cause disunion within a synodical body, 
injure the cause of true unity and confessional Lutheranism and 
make the maintenance of Biblical and Lutheran principles exceed- 
ingly difficult, if not impossible. Unity in the faith is the only basis 
for God pleasing union. 


At the dawn of the present century the Lutheran Church of 
America was one of the most disrupted churches in the land. Al- 
though all Lutheran synods accepted the Scriptures as the inspired 
Word of God, and Luther’s Catechisms and the Augsburg Confession 
as the correct interpretation and presentation of the true doctrine, 
yet intersynodical warfare had rent the Church asunder, and the 
synodical fences were so high that anyone who dared to speak in 
recognition of a brother on the other side of the fence was in danger 
of being suspected of disloyalty, treason and even of heterodoxy. 
Slowly but surely it has dawned upon our Lutheran Christians that 
the lack of unity and, as a result, lack of cooperation among our 
Lutheran forces is one of the outstanding sins of the Lutherans of 
America, a sin crying to heaven and a crime against the Church. 
Many of our Lutheran people have unceasingly prayed for peace in 


the Lutheran Zion and many, among them our own Synod, have 
labored for unity. 


What are the results? In my estimation two things divide the 
Lutherans of America, separatism on the one hand, and unionism 
on the other. As long as some synods refuse to recognize certain 
other synods as Lutheran, unless these others accept their method of 
presenting Biblical truth as the only method permissible in the 
Lutheran Church, and as long as they carry this spirit so far that 
they will not even pray with these others, and as long as other synods 
fail to apply the Galesburg Rule, “Lutheran pulpits for Lutheran 
pastors only and Lutheran altars for Lutheran communicants only,” 
and continue to tolerate pastors who are affiliated with Masonic lodges 
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our sister synods of Buffalo and Iowa also took part 
mitted to your body by the respective committees. The efforts of the 
representatives of the synods who participated in the 
have culminated in plans for a Federation of the Lutheran Synods 
of the Middlewest to be called “The American Lutheran Conference.” 
Your president respectfully submits this matter to your honorable 
body for consideration and action. 

The proposed federation is based upon unity in the faith. Every 
synod concerned accepts the principles set in

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
I beg leave to submit the following report to your honorable body: 


During the past biennium I attended 18 district conventions, 
54 board and 92 committee meetings. 


On account of the Lutheran World Convention in Copenhagen 
in June, 1929, which your president and the two vice-presidents 
attended as official delegates of Joint Synod, I was not able to attend 
the 1929 conventions of the Kansas-Nebraska, the Minnesota, the 
Wisconsin and the Canada Districts. Stewardship Secretary Long 
presented the interests of Joint Synod at these conventions. 


In order to give the General President an opportunity to become 
thoroughly acquainted with conditions in the various institutions and 
to represent Synod’s interests accordingly he should attend the meet- 
ings of every board at least once a year. Owing to the conflict of 
dates this is impossible at the present time. In order to enable him 
to attend the annual meetings of all boards a new schedule for the 
board meetings should be prepared and these meetings should be so 
arranged that the dates will not conflict, even if this should necessitate 
a change in the constitutions of some of the boards.

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I suggest that the American Lutheran Church be requested to

Miss Lund’s report and 
the recommendations of the Commission will be submitted to the 
synods for the purpose of discussing Home Mission matters. Rev. 
A. L. Nicklas, Dr. W. H. Lehmann, Dr. W. E. Schuette and Rev. E. 
Kemena, all members of Synod’s Home Mission Board, represented 
Joint Synod at this intersynodical meeting. ' 
7. In accordance with Joint Synod’s instructions I appointed the 
following as members of the Committee on Pensions: Walter Demmler, 
Dr. W. H. Lehmann, Rev. A. A. Ahn, C. A. Bartz, W. S. Lake. This 
Committee together with u similar committee of the Buffalo Synod 
and the Iowa Synod prepared a Pension Plan which has been sub- 2 
Church 
| SYNOD’S FINANCES 
The reports of the General Treasurer and the Stewardship 
Secretary as submitted to your honorable body present & clear picture 
of Synod’s financial condition. Permit me to call your attention to 
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they are to be met in 1930 a concerted effort on the part of all of 
our pastors and congregations is imperative. 


2. Although the Stewardship Secretary succeeded in raising 
nearly $1,000,000 for the Thankoffering, the liquidation of Synod’s 
indebtedness will demand such a large sum of money that after the 
$200,000 have been placed into the Church Building Fund, a compar- 
atively small sum will remain for our educational institutions. 


These two facts should serve as directives when we plan our work 
for 1931 and 1932. Every department of Synod’s work in its educa- 
tional and missionary activities calls for expansion. Synod, however, 
is not in a position to authorize this expansion without appropriating 
sums of money exceeding the receipts which we may reasonably ex- 
pect. Dare we risk a new debt during the first two years of our 
existence as the American Lutheran Church? Will our people in 1932 


be ready to enter upon another campaign for the cancellation of a 
new debt? 


Realizing the situation, Joint Synod’s Finance Committee, as 
well as the Joint Budget Commission resolved not to appropriate a 
larger amount of money for 1931 than we may reasonably expect on 
the basis of past receipts. I trust that Joint Synod will approve 
this principle and positively refuse to grant additional appropriations, 
notwithstanding all probable pleadings and oratorical displays on the 
floor of the convention. 


OUR EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 


After all debts have been paid and $200,000 have been placed into 
the Church Building Fund it will become evident whether or not 
there will remain a balance from the Million Dollar Thankoffering 
which according to the original plans can be appropriated for new 
buildings. Before your honorable body appropriates any money for 
this purpose, permit me to relate a bit of Joint Synod history of the 
last forty-five years in the making of which many of the present 
generation have participated. 


In 1884 Synod purchased a property in Afton, Minn. for the 
Practical Seminary. In 1893 it removed the institution to St. Paul, 
Minn., and after investing about $175,000 in 1922 and 1923, it 
resolved, in 1926, to transfer the theological department to Columbus. 


In 1886 Synod secured a property in Hickory, N. C. and estab- 
lished a theological seminary. In 1898 the institution was closed and 
after several attempts to re-open the school, the property was ordered 
sold in 1910. 


In 1892 the main building of the Teachers’ Seminary at Wood- 
ville, O. was destroyed by fire. Notwithstanding earnest pleadings, 
to relocate the school, Joint Synod promptly erected a new building, 
later on added a gymriasium, and although in 1922 Synod had 
solemnly declared to continue the Woodville school and authorized an 
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a of $40,000 for a girls’ dormitory, it promptly closed 
the school in 1924. 

In 1906 Synod resolved to establish a theological seminary in the 
Washington District. In 1914 this seminary, located at Olympia, was 
closed and the property was ordered sold. 

In 1910 Synod authorized the establishment of the Hebron Acad- 
emy and the Melville Academy, and after acquiring property in 
Melville it removed the school to Regina in 1925. 

In 1916 Synod resolved to establish the Petersburg Academy. 


In nearly every instance the cheapness of the property was the 
decisive factor in locating the school. 


This is some of Joint Synod’s history in the field of education 
during the past forty-five years. Far be it from me to assert that 
there were no valid reasons to establish these schools and that the 
schools did not render invaluable service for the time being, yet it is 
evident that Synod has had no definite policy in educational matters 
but has simply permitted itself to drift aimlessly. It bought and 
sold, it opened and closed, it established and dismantled educational 
institutions. Is this to be the history of the next forty-five years? 


Do we really know what we want? Will we finally establish a 
definite aim? 


In this connection another factor must be taken into considera- 
tion. The academy is doomed because the centralized high school 
is making the existence of the denominational academy impossible. 
In order to save the institution the number of whose students de- 
creases from year to year strenuous efforts are being made to 
convert the academy into a junior college, mark you, at an additional 
cost for maintenance. An increased appropriation for educational 
institutions necessarily implies that the appropriation for mission 
work cannot be increased, but may even have to be reduced. The 
junior college, however, sees the handwriting on the wall. It too 
will soon be doomed on account of junior colleges springing up 
in many small communities. I presume that in order to save the 
life of schools which are now junior colleges attempts will soon be 
made to convert the Junior College into a full Standard College, 
thus again increasing the expense for the maintenance of the institu- 
tion and the appropriations for educational purposes and naturally 
decreasing the appropriation for the work which is the most im- 
portant of all, the -work of missions. Remember also that in 
addition to the necessarily increased appropriation for the main- 
tenance of the educational institutions, extraordinarily large sums 
of money will be required for new buildings, adequate equipment and 
endowment funds. 

Brethren, what will the end be? In view of present conditions 
in the sphere of education some synods are considering the question 
of closing some of their institutions. The Minnesota Conference of 
the Augustana Synod, realizing that it is financially unable to compete 
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with secular schools, has decided to close its college. It seems to me 
that before Joint Synod appropriates another cent for new buildings 
for any of our schools whose students can be provided for in some 
other way, a thorough survey of the situation should be made and a 
definite policy adopted. 


Again, are not conditions at the present time such that the small 
Lutheran schools can be properly equipped and maintained only if 
the Lutheran synods within the respective territories cooperate, and 
will not the proposed American Lutheran Conference give us an 
opportunity to merge some of the smaller Lutheran schools, thus 
strengthening those that remain, to the end that they may be able to 
offer better facilities for the education of our youth than any one 
small Lutheran school can do at the present time? 


At its first convention the American Lutheran Church will elect 
a Board of Education. I recommend that Joint Synod request the 
American Lutheran Church to instruct this Board to make a thorough 
survey and present definite plans to the convention in 1932. 


SPOKANE COLLEGE 


Upon the request of Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, the president of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church, Joint Synod at its convention in 1928 
appropriated $5,000 per annum for Spokane College, a junior college 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. This appropriation has been 
paid regularly in monthly installments. 


However, in September, 1928,.it became apparent that a large 
sum of money was necessary to equip Spokane College so that it could 
‘retain its accreditment. Inasmuch as the Rocky Mountain District, 
within whose territory the college is located, was not able to raise 
sufficient funds, the college had to be closed and some of the students 
as well as the teachers were transferred to the Pacific College, 
Parkland, Wash., a junior college belonging to the Pacific District 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. Upon the request of the 
Northwestern District, the Board of Trustees of Joint Synod trans- 


* ferred the Spokane College appropriation of $5,000 per annum to 


Pacific College with the promise to continue the payments until this 
convention of Synod. 


The question now arises: Shall Joint Synod continue to subsidize 
Pacific College? Prof. Walter H. Hellman having accepted a call 
to the presidency of Hebron College and Academy, Joint Synod is at 
the present time without representation on the Pacific College 
faculty. Nevertheless, conditions on the Pacific Coast seem to demand 
that we continue to cooperate with our Norwegian brethren in the 
work of Christian education and that if at all possible Synod ap- 
propriate at least $2,500 per annum for this purpose. A Lutheran 
educational institution on the Pacific Coast is a necessity. Without 
such an institution the Lutheran Church on the Coast will not and 
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can not properly develop. Humanly speaking, I see no opportunity 
of ever building up a Lutheran institution that will satisfy modern 
demands unless Pacific College be continued. Should this institu- 
tion be closed at this time I fear no other Lutheran institution will 
ever take its place on the Coast. 


After discussing the matter thoroughly, the Northwestern District 
at its last convention resolved to petition Joint Synod to appropriate 
$2,500 for Pacific College. In case Synod grants this petition the 
Norwegian brethren will give us representation on the faculty and 
on the board. Your Spokane Committee, Dr. Otto Mees and the 
General President, heartily endorse the request. 


IN MEMORIAM 


On August 9, 1929, God in His mercy called His faithful servant, 
Dr. H. Ernst, since 1885 professor of theology in our Theological 
Seminary at St. Paul, Minn., to his eternal rest. 


He was one of Synod’s pioneers in the 
Northwest and under the grace of God it was 
due to his untiring efforts that Joint Synod 
gained a firm foothold in the Northwestern ter- 
ritory and expanded beyond the dreams of those 
who organized the old Northwestern District 
in 1882. 

At its last convention Joint Synod resolved: 
“That our venerable Dr. H. Ernst continue to 
receive his present salary and be permitted to 
occupy his present residence until the Lord calls 
him into His Church Triumphant.” Under date 
of November 16, 1928—the last letter which I 
received from the venerable Doctor—he wrote 
as follows: “Ich danke der ganzen Synode fuer 
das groszherzige Verhalten mir gegenueber. 
Dies ist eine Groszherzigkeit, die mich tief beschaemt. Haette ich 
die noetigen Mittel, um auch ohne Arbeit leben zu koennen, wuerde 
ich der Synode auch gedankt, aber keinen Cent angenommen haben. 
Nun ich aber ein armer Mann geblieben bin bis heute, danke ich 
der Synode aus tiefstem Herzen und flehe Gott an, dasz er das 
Werk der Synode auch fernerhin mit seinem Segen kroenen wolle.” 
In the service of Synod he remained indeed a poor man “yet making 
many rich” (II Cor. 6:10), as his former pupils, yea, our whole 
Synod will testify. We have lost one of our leaders, a great theo- 
logian, a noble Christian character, a self-sacrificing laborer in 
the Lord’s vineyard. Let us never forget the invaluable services 
which this man of God has rendered Synod, especially in the 
Northwest. 

I recommend that on Saturday, August 9, the anniversary of his 
death, Synod hold a memorial service before the afternoon session.

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A REQUEST 


The Women’s Missionary Conference, as well as several individual 
pastors, petition your honorable body to place women on the boards 
of our charitable institutions not only as advisory but as voting 
members. 

Inasmuch as our institutions will be transferred to the American 
Lutheran Church, I suggest that Joint Synod request the American 
Lutheran Church to instruct the boards of the charitable institutions, 
if necessary, to change their constitutions so that at the next election, 
in 1932, women may be placed on such boards. It seems to me that 
the report of the Placement Committee makes it plain that this change 
is necessary. | 

NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


Dr. J. A. Morehead, Executive Director of the National Lutheran 
Council since the death of Dr. L. Larsen, resigned this office to devote 
his entire time to matters pertaining to the Lutheran World Con- 
vention, of which he is the president. 

The National Lutheran Council elected Rev. Ralph H. Long as 
his successor. He has accepted the call and will assume the duties 
of his office some time this fall. 

The National Lutheran Council still has a mission in the Lutheran 
Church of America and for that reason is in need of our cooperation 
and support. I have requested the present Acting Director, the Rev. 
Fred H. Meyer, to present the cause of the Council in person to 
the Synod. 


AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


At its convention in 1928 Joint Synod amended Chapter 4, para- 
graph 5 of the Constitution as follows: 


“Synod shall elect from its members at a regular meeting by an 
absolute majority a President for a term of 4 years and two vice- 
presidents and a secretary for a term of two years each. 

“The District Synods shall elect presidents for such terms as 
they may see fit.” 


In accordance with the Constitution, Chapter 5, paragraph 1, the 
secretary of Synod published the amendment in the church papers 
requesting all voting members of the Synod to cast their votes either 
in person or by writing. He reports that 286 pastors and 219 con- 
gregations have voted in favor of the amendment, and 40 pastors 
and 18 congregations against it; 3 pastors declined to vote. The 
amendment has therefore been adopted. 


THE AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


Should your honorable body decide to unite with the proposed 
American Lutheran Conference delegates for the first convention of 
the Conference should be appointed. 


* 
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According to the constitution of the Conference, Joint Synod will 
be entitled to five delegates at large, composed of the General Pres- 
ident, two pastors and two laymen; and to an additional representa- 
tion of one to each 10,000 communicants or major fraction thereof, an 
equal number of pastors and laymen; a total representation of 11 
pastors, 11 laymen and the General President. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COMMISSION FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS’ WELFARE 


Under date of November 14, 1929, the chairman of this Com- 
mission, Dr. F. H. Knubel, sent me the final report of the National 
Lutheran Commission for Soldiers and Sailors’ Welfare, consisting 
of à financial statement from the auditor concerning receipts and 
disbursements by the Commission. This report will be submitted to 
the proper committee. The records of the Commission have been 
placed in the fire proof vaults of the library of the Mt. Airy Theolog- 
ical Seminary, Philadelphia, Pa. 


CONCLUSION 


Since the Joint Synod is about to enter into organic union with 
the Synods of Buffalo and Iowa to form the American Lutheran 
Church, I herewith return to you the office of president which you 
have entrusted to me. With fear and trembling I assumed the duties 
of this office six years ago. In returning my trust I wish to state 
that I have at all times experienced the fullest cooperation on the 
part of the members of Synod, especially of its districts and boards, 
its district presidents and all its officers. This fact has been a source 
of comfort and joy to me and I wish to assure the brethren of Synod 
of my deep-felt appreciation and sincerest gratitude. No doubt errors 
were made. May God forgive and overrule them so that by reason 
of these errors our work may not suffer. 

And now, my brethren, may Joint Synod, when entering the new 
church body, leave behind all her weaknesses and faults. May she 
take with her all the gifts of divine grace which God has bestowed 
upon her. May she prove a power for good in the new body, the 
American Lutheran Church, and may this Church ever remain true 
to her Lord and His Word, firm and unwavering in the faith, fervent 
in love, and always abounding in the work of the Lord. Let all who 
love the Lutheran Zion say, Amen.

Educational Institutions 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


While preparing this biennial report we are looking back over the 
glorious history of our Seminary of one hundred years and are con- 
scious of the wonderful guidance, mercies and blessings which the 
King of His Church has showered upon it during these one hundred 
years. A most fitting and inspiring centennial celebration was held 
on the 13th of May in connection with the theological commencement. 
The felicitations of the representatives of other Lutheran seminaries 
of this country and the large number of pastors who took part in the 
celebration are tokens of the high regard in which our seminary is 
held and of the loyalty of our pastors, the sons of the Seminary. We 
urge that your honorable body join the Board in giving thanks to God 
for His goodness. 

During the school year 1928-29 our enrollment was 43 students, 
16 Seniors, 16 Middlemen and 11 Juniors, of whom 16 graduated. 
During the school year 1929-30 we had 54 students enrolled—19 
Seniors, 13 Middlemen, and 21 Juniors and 1 Special—six students 
had come from the seminary of the Buffalo Synod, which was closed 
a year ago. Of the 34 graduates during this biennium 28 entered 
the ministry or are called, 3 are continuing their studies, 2 are em- 
ployed in the teaching profession, and one is stil! waiting for a call. 

Two years ago our request for a fifth theological professor was 
granted. After careful and prayerful consideration the Board of- 
fered the instructorship in the chair of Old Testament Theology to 
Professor Herbert C. Leupold of the seminary of the Buffalo Synod. 
Professor Leupold accepted our offer and began his work among us 
in September 1929. The Board found that Professor Leupold fitted 
in remarkably well and so extended a call as regular professor to him 
last Christmas, without going through the regular prescribed course 
of advertising in the church papers. Professor Leupold has accepted 
our call and his installation has been authorized. We trust that in 
this case your honorable body will sanction our departure from the 
regular course of procedure. 

For years the appropriation for our seminary library has been 
very inadequate, the whole theological department was getting a 
percentage of the total appropriation for library purposes equal to 
and not above that allotted to History, or English. In consequence 
of this we are way behind our needs. We therefore herewith petition 
Joint Synod for an annual appropriation of $1000.00. 

At the end of last November Dr. Lenski was stricken with severe 
illness which necessitated several operations. God in His mercy has 
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spared him to u 
room in Septembér.

CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


We are pleased to report that the past Wo years of our school 
have been years of success, for which we are\truly grateful to God. 


Students 


The enrollment has been about that of the\past biennium. In 
1928-29 the enrollment was as follows—Seminaty 59, College 475, 
Academy 14, Music School 481. Total 1,029. In 929-30 Seminary 
57, College 447, Academy 6, Music School 508. ‘Te 1,015. The 
usual cases of discipline were necessary but the conWuct of the stu- 
dent body has been quite satisfactory. 


Degrees 
The following were graduated from the various depaktments with 
the usual degrees. 1929, College 61, Public School Music 1, Ele- 
mentary Normal 28, Church Worker’s Course 1, Academy & In 1930, 
College 51, Public School Music 7, Elementary Normal 18, Church 
Worker’s Course 1, Academy 5. The B. D. degree was conferred on 
fourteen men. | 
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Besides these there were honorary degrees conferred on the fol- 
lowing: Rev. C. F. W. Allwardt, Rev. G. J. Troutman, Rev. Hugo 
Schmidt, Rev. E. G. Bloomquist, Prof. Paul H. Buehring, Prof. G. C. 
Gast, Prof. W. D. Ahl, and Prof. E. Denef. Rev. Wm. Schoeler re- 
ceived the degree of D. Lit. 

To guide us in the future, the following rules have been adopted 
by the Board, governing the granting of honorary degrees: 

The right to confer degrees belongs to the Board of Trustees of 
Capital University. 

1. All requests for honorary degrees shall be presented to the 
faculty, who after careful examination, shall submit all names, with 
recommendations, to the Board of Trustees for final action. 

2. The Board is not inclined to consider petitions sent in by 
individuals or congregations. 

3. Not more than four honorary degrees shall be conferred in 
one year. 

4. All requests for honorary degrees must come before the 
Board, not later than the December meeting. 

5. The candidates shall be present at the Commencement ex- 
ercises when the degree is conferred. 


Faculty 


A number of changes have been made since the last meeting of 
Synod. Prof. Paul Bez is now head of the Department of German. 
Prof. Paul Schacht, head of the Department of English, and Prof. 
William Bernlohr, director of the department of Physical Education. 
Mr. Elmer Kastner, a graduate of our school, has been appointed the 
fiscal agent of our university. 

Our professors are still preparing themselves by work in different 
universities. Within the next few years a number will have acquired 
the Ph. D. degree, which will improve our standing in educational 
circles. 

We petition your honorable body for a Chair of Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Bible. This work is now carried by Prof. Fendt, as In- 
structor. The matter of group insurance of the faculty has been be- 
fore us for some years. We petition you to grant us an allowance of 
$500.00 per year, as our share in the payment of the premiums. 


Gifts 

A number of gifts and bequests were received during the last 
biennium, totaling $53,000.94. These funds were placed in the en- 
dowment fund or used as indicated by the donors. There were also 
nine $100.00 and one $75.00 scholarships presented by friends to be 
used the coming year. 

Summer School 

A successful summer school has been conducted for six weeks each 

year, after the close of the regular school year. This is conducted 
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withoutexpense to school funds. The school is under the direction of 
Prof. Vogel. ; 
| | Conservatory of Music 
Our Music School is doing fine work and is being recognized more 
and more in music circles. The Chapel Choir, the latest of the or- 
ganizations of the Music School, has made a fine reputation for itself. 


Film of Capital University 

A motion picture film of our school and its activities, has been 
made possible by the generosity of some of our friends. Mr. Kastner 
is prepared to present the film and a talk on our school to our 
congregations. 

In a survey of thirty-nine colleges of Ohio it was shown that the 
estimated annual expense per student was the lowest at Capital Uni- 
versity of an accredited privately supported school in the state. 

We have outlined many plans for the development of our courses 
and the improvement of our school, but on account of the financial 
‘situation we are not able to carry them out. This condition cannot 
be continued long if we want Capital University to keep pace with 
the colleges of our state and land.

A valuable member was added to the theological faculty in the 
person of Prof. E. Denef, D. D., who is on the faculty as a represen- 
tative of the Buffalo Synod and is supported by the same. 

The enrollment, exclusive of music students, was 151. No seri-

ous cases of discipline were reported. The students enjoyed good 
health and did good work. In the upper division courses, permission 
for which was given by synod in 1928, seven students were enrolled. 
Due to a larger enrollment of women students the board was com- 
pelled to use the Earl Street residence for a dormitory for girls. 
Miss Agatha Ernst was made the matron. 

The Board of St. Paul-Luther College realizing the urgent neces- 
sity of a church and a religious center for the student body of the in- 
stitution would call Synod’s attention to the resolution of the Minne- 
sota District in reference to the erection of a church building which 
would serve the student body together with St. Paul’s congregation. 

We are convinced that a survey as to resources, obligations, con- 
stituency, territory, needs, etc., of all of synod’s educational insti- 
tutions should be made. We recommend this to synod for consider- 
ation. Your board has begun work on such a survey for St. Paul- 
Luther College. 

Valuable additions were made to our library during the past 
biennium by Dr. G. Kroening and Pastor E. Reul. 

For the purpose of economizing on fuel and labor, the board 
ordered the installation of stokers. |

HEBRON COLLEGE AND ACADEMY 


In submitting to the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States this 
report of Hebron College and Academy, we give honor and praise to 
God, who so richly blessed our institution, especially in the biennium 
which is now coming to a close. 


Accreditment 


Our Academy enjoys and profits by the accreditment to the 
University of Nebraska and the North Central Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools. Our Junior College, accredited to the 
University of Nebraska and associate Colleges also continues to 
flourish. 

Enrollment 


The enrollment for the past two years was as follows: 

1928-1929: Junior College, 35; Eclectic, 5; Study Center, 17; 
Academy, 56; music, 64; a net total of 177 for the vear. 

1929-1930: Junior College, 39; Eclectic and Study Center, 8; 
Academy, 56; music, 33; a net total of 136 for the year. 

The enrollment of full time academic students was higher in 
1929-1930. 30 were graduated from the various departments last 
year, but 57 new students came to H. C. & A. this term and the pros- 
pects for next year look bright. An unusually large number of boys 
in the Academy have the Holy Ministry in view. A fine morale ex- 
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ists in the student body as well as an excellent spirit of cooperation 
between students and faculty. 


New Courses 


Your Board of Directors are considering the introduction of a 
“Winter Course.” If enough students apply for this, we hope to be 
able to offer something of value to such students as, because of 
agricultural conditions or other reasons, find it difficult or impossible 
to enroll for a full term. 


The Faculty 


Prof. Wm. P. Hieronymus, who has served the school as Presi- 
dent and Teacher since 1921, has resigned. He has accepted a posi- 
tion as Professor of Education at Augustana College, Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. Prof. Walter H. Hellman, A. M., of Tacoma, Wash., 
has accepted the call as President of Hebron College and Academy and 
will assume his new duties July 1, 1930. 


Board Members 


The term of the following board members expires: Rev. J. 
Schwerin, of Deshler, Nebr.; Rev. C. O. Dannitschek, of Ramona, 
Kansas; Mr. Fred Kerl, of Bruning, Nebr.; and Mr. Herman Meyer, 
of Reynolds, Nebr. It will be incumbent upon Joint Synod at this 
session to elect members to fill these vacancies. We call attention to 
the fact that the laws of the State of Nebraska, under which our 
school is incorporated, require that five (5) members of the Board 
of Directors must be resident freeholders of the county in which the 
school is located. 

Appropriation 

An annual appropriation of $22,900.00 is needed to continue the 
work of the School. In arriving at this figure we have cut our budget 
to the bone. We therefore respectfully petition Joint Synod for the 
above named sum. 


New Buildings 


Atory facilities are such that we cannot take care of our 
College students. We are obliged to place them with private fam- 
ilies, many of them at a distance from the school, with the resulting 
difficulty of proper supervision. We are submitting plans for the 
new dormitory, to be paid out of funds gathered in the 1930 Thank- 
offering. A separate church building is imperative for the spiritual 
life of the students. In the event of a new dormitory, a central 
heating plant will result in a saving of fuel and labor. 


Request 
We petition Joint Synod to include the $10,000 for the Hebron 
Church in the debt item to be paid from the M. D. T. O. as was done 
in the case of St. Paul and Pullman. 
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Articles of Incorporation 


We petition Joint Synod to approve our changing the date of 
our annual meeting from January to February in the articles of 
incorporation and the by-laws.

LUTHER COLLEGE, REGINA, SASK., CANADA 


During the past biennium the Lord has richly blessed the efforts 
and the work of our college. With profound thanks to God we submit 
the following report covering the past two years. 


Enrollment 


During the past two years the enrollment of students has steadily 
increased. 1927-28—141 students; 1928-29—172 students; 1929-30— 
188 students. These figures include only academic students. In spite 
of the fact that students were turned away on account of lack of 
accommodation, there has been a steady increase. The dormitory has 
been completely filled and practically all available rooms with private 
families in the neighborhood have been used. Three students occupy 
the rooms originally meant for only two. Up to the present the attic 
has also been used as sleeping quarters for twelve students; this has 
been a temporary arrangement. The officials of the Fire Department 
of the city of Regina sanctioned the use of these quarters temporarily 
(one or two years), with the distinct understanding that it be dis- 
continued. That period has now elapsed. 


The housing of students of the teen age with private families has 
caused many disciplinary difficulties. The greatest problem and the 
one which is fraught with most danger is the housing of boys and 
girls in the one college building. 

All indications point to a larger enrollment in the coming year 
if we have the facilities to accommodate them. At the time of writing 
this report many applications from new students have been received. 
A new dormitory will solve our difficulty. 


Health a 


We are pleased to report the health of the students has been very 


good. No serious epidemics have arisen. All students are required 
to take physical exercise, for which an arrangement was made with 
the . M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. Two members of the faculty are 
in charge of these classes. It is necessary for the students to go over 
two miles to take part in these exercises. This has been the cause of 
many colds and other indispositions among the students due to ex- 
posure on cold winter nights after a period of strenuous exercise. A 
gymnasium included in the new dormitory will solve this difficulty. 
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Staff 


Since the last biennial report the teaching staff has been aug- 
mented by one instructor. Four members of the staff have been taking 
post graduate courses during the summer months. We are pleased 
to report that a permanent teacher of religion, Rev. J. Leinweber, 
has assumed his office and has begun the work of organizing his 
courses in the department of religious education; he is also in charge 


of the new Mission which is being organized in the neighborhood of 


Report of the Department of Education 


The annual report of the inspectors of the Department of Educa- 
tion of Saskatchewan was very gratifying in that it commended the 
work of our school in its various departments. The inspectors called 
attention however to a weakness in one phase of our work which must 
be remedied, namely that various classes are too large for one teach- 
er to instruct successfully. They recommend that these classes be 
sectioned and an additional instructor be engaged. We are unable 
to comply with this recommendation because of, lack of additional 
classroom space. Every room in the college is being used for some 
particular purpose. With the erection of a new building we would 
have the required space. 


Music 


We are very much pleased to report that this department, which 
was organized a year ago under the direction of Miss E. Mees, has 
been growing and is doing successful work. A downtown studio was 
opened a year ago to accommodate students residing in other parts 


of the city. This department is self-supporting and has purchased 
five pianos. 


Requirements 


Our requirements we wish to incorporate in the following resolu- 
tions. 


° 1. We petition the Hon. Joint Synod to grant us $1000.00 as 
architect’s dues. 


2. In view of high rent and fuel, the salaries of professors and 
instructors should remain in force according to the old scale, and we 
ask that we be granted the annual appropriation of $18,000.00. 


3. A sum of $14,000.00 is necessary for the erection of the college 
church. We petition the Hon. Synod to give us a grant of $5,000.00 
for this purpose in view of the fact that similar grants have been 
made to St. Paul and Hebron. 

4. We wish to point out that our school has been overcrowded 
for the past two years and we have reached the point where an ad- 
ditional building is imperatively necessary, this building to include 
girls’ dormitory and gymnasium. This will allow for additional 
classroom space in the present building.

ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, WEST VIRGINIA 


Since the last meeting of the Joint Synod forty-eight students 
have been graduated from the school. A goodly number of these 
would have continued their studies here had the advanced courses 
been provided. Of the seventy-nine students enrolled thirty-one were 
Lutherans (1929-30). 


Synod in 1926— 


a. Commended the board and faculty for having made applica- 
tion to the North Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools for membership. 


b. Authorized the introduction of Junior College wink. 


e. Privileged the board to raise the sum of $40,000.00 (Joint 
Synod minutes, p. 219). Out of respect for the advice of the officers 
of Synod, the board postponed the raising of the money and the start- 
ing of Junior College work. 

The members of the board are keenly disappointed, the work 0 
the school has been jeopardized and the progress materially retarded 
by our inability to begin the advanced work. 

fs The life of the school depends upon our offering of Junior Col- 
lege work. A budget for the reorganization is herewith presented to 
Synod. 

The board calls the attention of Joint Synod to the fact that 
Synod’s resolution to reimburse St. John’s Academy for a fire escape 
and furnace repairs to the améunt of $800.00 has not been carried 
out and we request that this item be especially incorporated in the 
budget. 

We request Joint Synod to make a special appropriation of $1000 
with which to meet the expense of laying a sidewalk, a condition 
necessary for the clearing of the title to our property. The school 
will be in operation ten years in 1931 and thus fulfilling this portion 
of our agreement, also stipulated in the deed. 

The treasurer’s books show that all bills have been paid and 
that we have no debts. . 

The term of office of Revs. G. D. Simen and A. P. Ebert and 
Mr. D. L. Getz has expired.

The Lord, agreeable to His never failing promise, has continued 
to move the hearts of Christians to make provision for our every 
want. We have carried on for another period of two years, minis- 
tering in mercy to the bodily and spiritual needs of the children com- 
mitted to our care. 

Our Family 


Twenty-five boys and twelve girls, 37 in all, are comfortably 
housed in the institution and enjoy the advantages offered, 25 attend- 
ing the grade school and 5 the city high school. 


New Management 


Following the resignation of former superintendent, the Rev. 
C. D. Fischer, the management of the institution was entrusted to 
Teacher J. J. Ballmer and wife of Oak Harbor, Ohio, who have the 
work well in hand and are administering the affairs of the Home to 
the full satisfacton of the Board. 


Golden Jubilee 


The fiftieth anniversary of the founding of Wernle Home as an 
institution in which Christian love shall find its expression, was 
fittingly celebrated July 14th, 1929. The Rev. Geo. Troutman of 
Circleville, Ohio, spoke the Word of God to a splendid audience. 
Many former members of the Wernle family and a host of friends 
of the home attended the service. It was a day long to be re- 
membered. 


Repairs and Improvements 


In addition to painting the exterior and interior of the laundry, 
extensive and expensive repairs and improvements have been made in 
the boiler room of the main building, including a new heating ap- 
paratus and iron fireman, weather stripping of dormitory and school, 
a new garage, the installation of an electric potato peeler, a Copeland 
cooling unit for the refrigerator and linoleum for the dining room. 
These and other unusual repairs and improvements have been made 


possible by monies received from the Million Dollar Offering. 
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The Farm 


From the report of our efficient farm supervisor, Mr. Otto 
Weber, it appears that our farm is on a self-supporting basis. In 
order that we may be able to give a more accurate report to Synod, 
the board has instructed the superintendent to keep all farm expenses 
separate from the general expenses of the home. This new system 
of accounting has-gone into effect with the beginning of the presen 
year. 


Fire 


Early Saturday morning, October 19, 1929, fire was discovered in 
the garage. The structure, 2 automobiles, the property of the home, 
and the superintendent’s car were completely destroyed. The home’s 
loss was partially covered by insurance. Fortunately no lives were 
injured.

Synod will be glad to learn that our claims on the Million Dollar 
Offering have finally been satisfied. After years of waiting we have 
received that which is our own. As a result we have been enabled to 
put in a number of improvements, mentioned above, and to make some 
necessary repairs. -We are truly thankful to Synod for our portion 
of the M. D. O. 

Placement Work and Survey 


At our suggestion, two years ago, Joint Synod appointed a 
commission to study the question of caring for dependent children, 
as well as the question of converting our orphanages into so-called 
placement institutions. This commission, headed by Dr. H. J. Schuh, 
made a survey of our home and will report its findings with recom- 
mendations to Synod at this meeting. We trust the recommendations 
of the committee on survey, as far as they pertain to the Wernle 
Home, will be accepted, particularly the timely suggestion that here- 
after the Wernle children shall regularly attend Sunday school and 
divine service either at the St. John’s or the Trinity church, instead 
of alternating, as at present, between the two churches. Under the 
present arrangement the children are deprived of a real church home. 


In the budget, submitted to Synod, we have asked for a regular 
appropriation of $8100.00 per annum, and for a special appropriation 
of approximately $1200.00 to revamp the plumbing in the toilets, 
which in its present bad condition is a constant source of expense, 
and unless provided for now, will become an emergency expense to 


_ Synod in the near future. 


School 


Teacher J. R. Praetorius having resigned as instructor of the 
upper grades, the Board, at the suggestion of the committee on sur- 
vey, decided to close the upper room, and has arranged with St. John’s 
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congregation to have the Wernle children of the upper grades attend 
the parish school. 

Miss Dorothy Obendorf will continue to teach the lower grades 
in the Wernle school.

These words of the psalmist express the senti- 
our homes at Mars, Pa. 

The Families 

During the past two years twenty-nine children were received into 
our home, and seventeen were dismissed; and seventeen were received 
into our Old Folks’ Home, seventeen died and four left to make their 
home elsewhere. We now have forty-two children in the Children’s 
Home, and twenty-six aged in the Old Folks’ Home. 


Health 
With the-exception of minor ailments, the health of the children 
has been good. The fathers and mothers in our Old Folks’ Home, of 
course, suffer with the infirmities of their advanced years. Death has 
laid its claim to quite a number of them during the last biennium. 


The School 
Nineteen boys and thirteen girls attend our school; also one girl 
(8th grade) the Mars public school. 
Miss Mary Clossman, now the wife of Rev. Milton Schramm, one 
of our missionaries in India, resigned as teacher in 1928. Mies Anna 
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Zentner was elected as her successor, and fills the position 
satisfactorily. 

Full Time Superintendent 


Since February 5, 1930, we have a superintendent who devotes 
all of his time to these institutions. The first few months of a full 


time superintendency have proven the wisdom of this change. 


~ 


Improvements 
One wing of the hospital building has been remodeled into a 
residence for the superintendent. The other wing will continue to 
serve as a hospital. 
A new furnace has been installed in the Old Folks’ Home. 


Resignations 


In September 1929 Rev. E. G. Spoehr tendered his resignation as 


superintendent. Rev. J. E. Kieffer of Sugar Grove, Ohio, was called 
as his successor, and was installed February 16th. Rev. Kieffer is 
exceptionally gifted in every way for this position, and commands the 
love and respect of all that are under him. 

In December 1929 Miss Margaret Thiede resigned as matron in 
the Children’s Home. The Board was fortunate in securing Miss 
Anna Von Endt, a Kaiserswerth deaconess, and a former matron in 
our Old Folks’ Home, as Miss Thiede’s successor. She is rendering 
very acceptable services. 


The Women’s Missionary Conference 

Too much praise cannot be given the Women’s Missionary Con- 
ference for the assistance they continue to give to make these insti- 
tutions real.homes. A committee of three, representing this con- 
ference, attends the Board meetings, and gives valuable advice and 
suggestions. They help very much also in a material way, by pro- 
viding many things that add so much to the comfort of all who are 
living in these homes. The major improvement made and paid for by 
the Women’s Missionary Conference is a large General Electric 
refrigerator. 

Death 

Mrs. Emma Goehring, who for years had been untiring in her 
efforts laboring for our homes, and awakening interest in others in 
their behalf, and had served for a number of years as an advisory 
member of the Board, was called to her eternal reward in April 1929. 
Appropriate resolutions were read at her funeral, and spread on our

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ST. JOHN’S HOSPITAL AND OLD FOLKS’ HOME, 
SPRINGFIELD, MINN. | 


As we are about to present our last report to Joint Synod and 
look back over the 12 years in which our institution has endeavored 
to serve Synod, our hearts are filled with thanks and praise to God 
and gratitude to our Synod, its pastors and congregations who always 
manifested a warm interest in our institution by the material support 
given us. 


For the past biennium we would report the following: 


Improvements 
a. At the request of the Board of Trustees we voluntarily waived 
our claim to a portion of our appropriations because of shortage in 
the synodical treasury and as a result of this, several necessary im- 
provements and repairs could not be made. The only improvement 


made consisted in the acquisition of an automatic stoker which will 


pay for itself in a few years by the saving in fuel and the reduction 
of janitor service. 

b. Since our institution lies outside of the city limits we must 
provide for our own water supply, and since our old well did not 
supply sufficient water we were compelled to drill a new one; the ex- 
penses for this, however, were covered by the contributions received 
at our Altenheim festival in 1928. : 


Farm 


In 1922, by resolution of Synod we were given permission to start 
a farm fund with gifts that we could solicit for this purpose and with 


_ monies which we should inherit from inmates of the institution. We 
had the opportunity to buy the farm bordering on our campus which 


heretofore had separated us from the city and half of which lies 
within the city limits. Fortunately we were soon able to pay for 
the same. We expect that the income from the farm will in a few 
years contribute to the support of the institution. The management 
is directed by our Board member Mr. H. E. Wendt who is a progres- 
sive and successful farmer, and who gives his service to the institu- 
tion without remuneration. 
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Old Folks’ Home 

In the last biennium 45 persons were cared for in our institution; 
25 of these were men and 20, women. Though 14 deaths occurred 
(9 men and 5 women), good health generally prevailed among our in- 
mates, the deaths being due to the infirmities of old age. Six men 
and seven women were received into the home, and a number of ap- 
plications had to be refused due to lack of room. Since at this time 
we had no other use for the dwelling on the farm, we are having it 
vided for eight more persons. 


Hospital — 


In the Hospital department we served 615 patients; about 305 


of these underwent more or less serious operations, almost all of 
which turned out successful. We are prompted again to report that 
our small hospital department is of considerable advantage to our 
home, not only because of the direct income therefrom but also because 
our people in case of sickness receive regular hospital care, and are 
treated gratis by the physicians. 
Petition 

We petition the Honorable Joint Synod for permission to estab- 
lish a fund for a new building or an addition to one of our present 
buildings, this fund to be established with special monies that may 
be given us for this purpose, and with such monies as we shall fall 
heir to at the death of the testators. The reason for this petition is 
the fact that we are very much in need of a room for religious serv- 
ices, which we must at present conduct in the hall. With this ar- 
rangement our worship is often disturbed by the fact that all who 
pass to and fro from the hospital must pass through this hall. Besides, 


this addition would also provide for more inmate room, of which we 
are so much in need. 


Varia 


a. In the coming biennium it will be necessary for us to make 
various repairs for the purpose of keeping the buildings in good con- 
dition. It is especially necessary for us to build an open stairway 
from the second to the third floor since at the present time only a 
small attic stairway leads to that floor, and the attic a few years ago 
was rebuilt to provide rooms for patients, operating room, X-ray 
room, and nurses’ quarters. The expenses for these changes will be 
defrayed through increased income from our hospital department. 


b. We are moved to express especial gratitude to the St. Paul’s 


congregation of Springfield for all the support we have received from 
it all these years. 
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May God grant that also in the future our institution may be 
able to serve many who in old age and times of sickness are in need 


of bodily aid and spiritual comfort.

ST. PAUL’S LUTHERAN OLD FOLKS’ AND CHILDREN’S HOME, 
MELVILLE, SASK. 


With praise and thanksgiving to the Lord your board respect- 
fully submits the following report for the last biennium. 

The Old Folks’ and Children’s Home at Melville has been a place 
of blessing for our old people and children. Here they found good 
provision for their manifold bodily and spiritual needs for which they 
are thankful to God and to our Church. 

At present the home gives shelter to seven old men, four women 
and six children.. Two men and one woman were called to their 
eternal rest. 

A number of applications for admittance into the home are on file. 
The applicants have not been admitted so far, as the investigation of 
their cases is not yet completed. 

Rev. R. Wulff of Melville, is appointed pastor of the home. Dr. 
Crosby is house physician and is doing most of his work gratis. 

In our last report we drew the attention of Joint Synod to the 
fact that there was a possibility of disposing of the present property. 
We can now report that the sale did not materialize. We are very 
thankful to report that we were able to make many improvements 
and repairs in the institution. All the work to be done, in taking 
care of the inmates and the home, is done by Mr. Steli and wife, in a 
highly satisfactory way. 

In 1928 an annual appropriation of $3600.00 was granted. Last 
year, your board decided that by economic housekeeping we could get 
along with $50.00 less monthly, and reported so to the general treas- 
urer. The board regrets indeed, that in spite of this the estimate 
for the next two years provides for only $2400.00 per annum. Con- 


sidering the present condition, the number of inmates, and the ex- 


pected increase both in old people and children, it is impossible to do 
wth less than $3000.00 per annum. We earnestly request Joint Synod 
to grant us the necessary amount we ourselves have set as a limit. 

Tue term of office of the following board members expires: Rev. 
C. Kohlmeier, Mr. J. Assmann, Mr. G. Weber. We recommend that 
two be elected for a term of six and one for four years. The term of 
office of the other members, Rev. H. Kroeger, Rev. H. Honebein, Mr. 
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J. Carius and Mr. J. Pfeiffer expires in 1932. aa: Seen See 
1928. 

The constitution of the home was revised in such a way that it 
conforms to the one of the Mars Home. 

The board hereby expresses its most sincere gratitude to Joint 
Synod for the assistance rendered to do this noble work in the service 
of our Lord.

P. F. Hein, our honored superintendent, enjoys the absolute confidence 
of the entire Board and I am at a loss to properly express our ap- 
preciation of his worth to the institution in his unselfish and diligent 
application to his duties as superintendent. 

At the last general meeting of the Synod, Rev. A. E. Flathman 
was elected a member of the Board and at the same meeting, I was 
elected to succeed myself. At our next meeting of the Board I was 
reelected President of the same. At the same meeting Rev. E. G. 
Knaak was elected Secretary and Dr. Paul F. Hein was chosen 
Treasurer in connection with the Superintendency. 


Improvements 


With gratitude to our Heavenly Father, I can again report the 
usual steady progress in all branches of-our Sanatorium activities, a 


record that has been steady since the opening of the institution in 


1913. 
It was found that improvements on such a large scale as during 


the previous two years, were not necessary, however, renovation and 


replacement of time worn equipment were necessary and the same 
have had careful attention. : 

The interior and exterior of the main buildings and cottages have 
been kept in good condition. | 
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By May 31, 1930, our Expansion Fund, to be used for the build- 
ing project approved by Joint Synod, had increased to about $27,000 
so that about $23,000 more are needed to carry out this project. Our 
Endowment Fund on the same date was $3,000. . 

At the request of the General President an appraisement as of 
January 1, 1930, was made of our physical property and equipment by 
the San Antonio Real Estate Board, a local contractor and a number 
of business firms who are not connected with our institution in any 
way, so that their figures may be considered an unprejudiced valua- 
tion. They state that our |

To this was added the Endowment Fund which at that time 


amounted to $2,809, bringing the total to $127,000. This is an in- 
crease in valuation of $36,950 over the appraisement of 1926. 


Patients 


Number of patients in institution January 1, 1928, 42. During 
the two years we admitted 176, (85 men and 91 women) making a 
total of 218. We discharged 171 and 47 remain in the institution 
December 31, 1929. Concerning result of treatment, we report that 
41 patients were transients (in institution less than one month), 6 
were arrested cases, 16 were greatly improved, 76 showed some im- 
provement, 13 showed no improvement, 19 died and 47 remain in the 
institution January 1, 1930.

Charity for two years amounts to $20,363.51 of which $10,749.97 
were contributed by means of the appropriation of Joint Synod. Upon 
the invitation of the Finance ‘Committee of Joint Synod, we had pre- 
sented our request for an appropriation on the part of the prospective 
American Lutheran Church. We were told that since appropriations 
granted in former years had been considerably in excess of the actual 
subscriptions received by the respective treasuries, a considerable re- 
duction would have to be granted by the new Synod. On receipt of 
this information we seriously considered the situation in so far as it 
would affect our institution. 


We realize first, that the American Lutheran Church will have a 


membership twice as large as that of the present Joint Synod; second, 
that Grace Lutheran Sanatorium is the only institution devoted to 
the treatment of tuberculosis which will be in the possession of the 
American Lutheran Church; third, that it will undoubtedly be called 
upon in behalf of Lutheran pastors to do about twice as much charity 
work as had been required previously. 

In view of financial conditions existing, however, we felt that we 
must reduce our request to the lowest possible figure and ask for 
$5,000 a year instead of $10,000 suggested by conditions presented. 
The Finance Committee, having duly considered our request, feels 
constrained, however, to recommend a grant of but $3,600. Now, in 
this connection we wish to say that it will give us pleasure to share 
the burdens with our brethren and to exercise self-denial even as we 
ask it of them. We feel convinced that the situation can be relieved 
so far as Grace Sanatorium is concerned, even if we received but 
$3,600 if not only the Finance Committee but the American Lutheran 
Church will urgently endorse the purchase of our Lutheran Christmas 
sealg on the part of all the congregations of the new church body. A 
request to that effect we hereby present for favorable consideration.

You observe that in 1928 we realized the largest revenues from 
Christmas seals obtained during any year, and that 


—— 
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revenues have been reduced by over $750.00. This reduction may be 
due to conditions of unemployment and business depression generally 
prevalent. But they call upon us to make more than ordinary efforts 
to promote the sale of Christmas Seals. It is through this channel 
that we must not only raise the moneys needed to equalize our budget 
but also those intended for the building project.

During the year 1929, 77 beneficiaries received regular aid, total- 
ing $22,464.75; and $980.00 were allowed to seven beneficiaries as 
special emergency appropriations. The total disbursed by your Board 
during 1929 was $23,476.84, which amount also includes travel and 
office expenses totaling $31.09. 

On January 1, 1930, the treasury of the Board of Aids showed a 
balance of $515.21. 

On June 1, 1930, we had 79 regular beneficiaries on our list with 
monthly appropriations of $1,951.50, or an annual appropriation of 
$23,418.00. This is $953.26 more than was required for regular 
beneficiaries in 1929. 

On this date six applications were pending with requests of about 
$260.00 per month. Requests for emergency relief are constantly 
growing and it can readily be seen that the Board will need at least 
$25,000.00 during the present year for this most necessary work of

HOME MISSION AND CHURCH BUILDING BOARDS 

During the past two years your board held two regular meetings; 
the executive committee thirteen. 

President Dannecker having passed to his eternal ‘reward, Dr. 
Hein appointed in his stead the vice president of the Northern Dis- 
trict, Rev. B. F. Brandt, who served on the executive committee 
till the year ended. Present officers are: President, Rev. A. L. Nick- 
las; Vice-President, Dr. W. E. Schuette; Secretary, the undersigned; 
these three composing the present Executive Committee. 


Report From the Field 


The following totals, gleaned from district officials’ reports, two 
| of which were lacking, and others incomplete, but with estimates 
. supplied from former reports, will give some idea of the progress and 

present condition of the whole Home Mission field. 

Number of missions two years ago 144, now 150. 

Communicant members two years ago 15,970, now 16,527. 

Number of Sunday schools now 225, pupils 13,436. 

Parochial Schools 37, all in Canada. 

Adults baptized or confirmed last year 435, (five reports lacking.) 

Parsonages 65, Church Buildings 170. 

Missions waiting for loans, 24. 

General condition of missions: reported excellent 37, satisfactory 
68, fair 34, poor 11. 

New missions contemplated, 13. 

Several districts expect to ask the missions to contribute ten 
per cent more, in order to meet the reduced appropriation. The num- 
ber of missions contemplated is but half of that estimated two years 
ago, and is accounted for by the prospect of long waiting for ade- 
quate funds, both from appropriations and Church Building Fund. 
Apparently the greatest handicap to the expansion of the work is 
lack of funds. Local initiative should remedy this in part. 


Church Building Fund 


Last year, counting on the expected $200,000 allotted the C. B. F. 
from the Thankoffering, the Board placed in line 30 missions for 
1930, with five more on the waiting list. Since then half a dozen more 
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applications have come in, which have simply been filed. Seeking to 
expedite matters, your Executive Committee asked the synodical 
Board of Trustees to grant them up to the $200,000 from the T. O. 
Fund as needed. This was denied, on the plea that the debts of 
synod must first be determined. This puts off such help until after 
January 1, and will work a hardship in many missions, as they will 
have to be served from the regular slow income and repayments, 
with the exception of the $100,000 designated for the C. B. F. by Mr. 
Knapp. The secretary is in receipt of letters every month asking 
when the promised loans can be had, as the work is dragging without 
the loans. Added to this conditioh is the handicap ‘upon the Church 
Building Board of not allowing it to borrow in anticipation of its re- 
ceipts, while its credit is being used to borrow for nearly all other 
treasuries of synod. I would suggest that the Board be allowed to 
borrow in most needy cases not over ten per cent of its capital, now 
over $500,000, to be replaced when the mission’s turn is reached on 
the list; this with the provision that the interest be secured by the 
district or in some other way. This would save mission money in the 
end by permitting the mission to grow and prosper as it cannot do 
otherwise. Applications for loans now reach beyond the sum of 
$300,000. Then there are often opportunities offered to begin work 
in very promising places in large cities which must be passed by on 
account of no funds being on hand with which to operate. This val- 
uable fund should have more sympathetic consideration. 


Parsonage Fund 

Through the kindness of the Women’s Missionary Conference, 
this fund was established and is being fully used, with several appli- 
cations now on the waiting list. The particulars will be found in the 
General Treasurer’s report. The plan has met a genuine need, as is 
evidenced by the full use of the money. And the good ladies are con- 
templating further additions, so that more and more our missionaries 
shall be housed in their own parsonages. Rent money now being 
paid from our mission appropriations will thus be saved. 


The synod should know that the Executive Committee of its 
Board was ready to assume its share of the cut when asked by the 
Budget Committee, cutting off ten per cent. It was believed that the 
missions could assume this additional amount. Then an additional 
$10,000 cut was made by the Budget Committee of synod. We should 
be thankful to synod if some way were pointed out by which this ad- 
ditional cut could be met, by additional contributions, or permission 
to gather it in some special way.

Our Relation With Hermannsburg 


In June 1929, the General President, Dr. C. C. Hein, and the 
President of the Board of Foreign Missions, Rev. C. V. Sheatsley, 
D. D., were sent as commissioners to confer with the brethren at 
Hermannsburg. With the gracious help of God, matters were ami- 
cably adjusted. Hermannsburg has relinquished all claims to the 
mission field as well as to the property. Ohio has cancelled a loan of 
over $9,000 in the form of advanced payment of salaries of German 
missionaries before their repatriation, and, as a token of good will, 
has decided to contribute to the Hermannsburg mission work $3,000 
a year for five years. Hermannsburg has kindly sent a communica- 
tion to the Indian mission workers, informing them of this trans- 
action, and urging them to look upon the Ohio Synod as they formerly 
looked upon Hermannsburg. 

In turn, the Conference of Indian mission workers has sent a 
letter to Hermannsburg, expressing its appreciation for the care 
exercised in its behalf during the 60 years in which Hermannsburg 
labored in India. These Indian Mission workers also declare that 
they are ready to cooperate with the missionaries of our Synod. 


Steps were at once taken through the India Conference and 
through the Chairman of the Lutheran World Convention to secure 
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action by the British Government in the matter of transfer. Just be- 
fore printing this report we received from the Mission Trust of 
Southern India this welcome bit of news: “The Government of 
India has already sanctioned the transfer of the entire property of 
the Hermannsburg Mission in the Madras Presidency to your own 
Mission and I have submitted to the Government for approval a draft 
of the deed of conveyance. The approval will be only a matter of 
time and the transfer will be carried out.” 


The Threefold Work in India 

The Evangelistic Work: 

In addition to the white missionaries, we have at present three 
ordained Indian pastors. Rev. Isaac, who resigned, owing to in- 
firmities, has been pensioned. We have also 63 deacons and cate- 
chists. A new field, lying west of Tirupati and Kodur, has been 
turned over to our mission by the missions which formerly held a claim 
to this territory. Catechists have been put to work there. Rev. C. D. 
Schwan, while residing at Puttur, has charge also of this new field. 
The St. Paul’s Congregation, Toledo, Ohio, will generously finance 
this new work, once it is gotten under way. 

In Madras, a city of 527,000 inhabitants, among whom are a 
goodly number of Telugus, three catechists are laboring under direc- 
tion of Rev. A. W. Wilch of Nayudupet. A resident missionary is to 
be placed there. 

Preaching tours have been conducted among the more than 
2,000 villages in our field. In some instances more time has been de- 
voted to the more promising places. 

Total number of Indians baptized 633. Baptized membership, 
approximately 5,500. Communicant membership, 2,489. 

The educational work which must go hand in hand with the 
evangelistic work, has experienced some marked changes in our field. 
As reported to Synod two years ago, the High School at Tirupati, 
and, to some extent, the Higher Elementary and Middle Schools, were 
manned, in part, with non-Christian teachers, and were largely at- 
tended and influenced by non-Christian pupils. The result of such an 
arrangement was not at all desirable. Our schools did not exercise a 
sufficiently decided Christian influence on the pupils nor through the 
pupils on the community in which they took up their abodes. There- 
fore, the High School has been temporarily closed. Some of the 
Higher Elementary and Middle Schools were combined and arrange- 
ments are being made to centralize all the schools higher than the 
Lower Elementary grades. 

Ground has been secured for the centralized school at Renigunta, 
near our Hospital. Plans have been submitted and approved and 
some of the buildings are now being erected. Of the $50,000 which 
Synod agreed might be raised in a somewhat private way, about 
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one-half has been received from friends of our work. Of this sum 


$5,000 has been sent to India. The rest is in the hands of the General 
Treasurer. 


Twelve young men, who had finished the 8th grade in our school 
and had attended the Lower Elementary Government Training Schools, 
have been appointed to teach in village schools. 


The four boarding schools have undergone some changes, but the 
attendance has increased. There were on the list of beneficiary 
pupils 270 boys and nearly 200 girls. An encouraging feature is 
found in this that a goodly number of children come from coolie 
homes, a class of people who cared very little for schools in the past. 
From these boarding schools the material must come for our future 
teachers, catechists and pastors. 


The number of girls desiring admittance to the Girls’ School at 
Gudur being too great to be accommodated in the Gudur buildings, 
the two lowest classes were transferred to Nayudupet. There they 
attend the Boys’ Lower Elementary School and have as a house- 
mother, Mrs. C. Scriba. 


The Seminary at Nayudupet has been in operation during the 
past two years. Eleven teachers were called back from the schools 
and were given the proper course to prepare them as catechists. 
These men have been graduated and are at work as evangelists. Two 
experienced catechists were called by the congregations at Nayudupet 
and Gudur. They received a short course in Pastoral Theology and 
kindred branches at the Nayudupet Seminary, and were ordained and 
installed in January, 1930. The Seminary would be open all the time, 
if it were not for the lack of sufficient suitable students. 


Our Literary Missionary, Rev. Scriba, has been at work, trans- 
lating and printing Luther’s Large Catechism, and a monthly periodi- 
cal called Vartamani.“ A short church history and the Formula of 
Concord are to follow as soon as possible. This is a branch of work 
which should receive much more attention. Our Christian Indian 
laity has almost nothing to read. What shall keep them from seeking 
what the world furnishes? 


The work of mercy has not been forgotten. The Kodur Medical 
Dispensary gave aid in 1929 to 5,800 persons. The Leper Asylum has 
housed 34 persons, of whom 26 were Christians. At Nayudupet Mrs. 
C. Scriba has charge of 29 old widows, whom she, as far as possible, 
employs in an irrigated garden, knowing that in keeping peace and 
order an ounce of prevention is better than a pound of cure.” 


The General Hospital at Renigunta 


The main building, we are informed, is about completed. One of 
the two bungalows which were to be erected had been held back by 
litigation and is now being completed. Since Dr. Kantzer has arrived 
in India, he is putting the necessary equipment into the building as 
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rapidly as this can be done. Besides the two American nurses, Miss | 
Prange and Miss Adler, several Indian girls from our Girls’ School at : U 
Gudur have received training as assistant nurses. 


We feel confident that the hospital will soon be dedicated and 
opened for the reception of patients. Dr. Kantzer has already treated 
two of our own force: Rev. Mayer, who suffered from malaria; and 
the oldest child of Rev. C. M. Doermann. 


Conditions at Home 


| While the general financial conditions of our Synod demand 
retrenchment, and while this enforced retrenchment painfully indi- 
cates a lack of general interest also in Foreign Mission work, there 
has been no lack of evidence to prove that there are, nevertheless, still 
many true-hearted individuals, congregations, Sunday schools and 
other church organizations among us who are ready to heed the Lord's | 
call according to their ability. " 


The Women’s Missionary Conference deserves special recognition. 
With the guidance of the Lord, this band of consecrated women has 
built the hospital. They are at present furnishing the money to ; 
equip the same. They have assumed the maintenance of the hospital 
which includes the salaries of the present American staff; also the 
salary of the directress of the Lace School. 


Individual congregations and Sunday schools also deserve men- | 
tion. Thus Christ Church, Pittsburgh, Pa.; St. Mark’s Sunday School, 
Butler, Pa.; St. Paul's Church, Pittsburgh, Pa.; Emanuel's Sunday 
School, Marion, Onio, and St. James Sunday School, Wheeling, W. Va., 
having dssumed the salary or a part of the salary of a missionary. 

About 40 catechists and teachers are supported by another group 
of special friends. 

A third group has furnished the money to erect “Standard 
school houses,” of which some twenty have already been built, while 
the rest will be erected as soon as the strategic places have been 
found. 

Nearly 500 individuals, Sunday schools or classes in Sunday 
schools have been supporting 270 boys and about 200 girls in our 
boarding schools. Scholarships have been endowed by Mr. and Mrs. 
John A. Seidt, Baltimore, Md., $500; N. N., Aitkin, Minn., $1,000; 
Mrs. James E. Marshall, $500; N. N., Oshkosh, Wis., $500. 


The Mother’s Day and Lace School movements are helping mater- 


ially to develop the Lace School with its 40 pupils at school and a 
number doing work at home. 


The Junior Mission Bands, though few in number and often few 
in membership, have reduced the debt of $10,000 on the Kodaikanal 
property to about $2,000 or even less. 


Missionary Fords have been donated, thus doubling the working 
capacity of our missionaries. 
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In short, there has been a fine spirit and a warm interest shown 
by many of our people in the matter of our Foreign Mission work, so 
that we are slow to believe that this work will be left to suffer and to 
go back in consequence of a lack of funds. This spirit is not limited 
| to any synodical district or to any class of our members. When, at 

the beginning of the synodical year, 1930, as an example, 20 girls had 
| no patrons and this was made known, all were supplied in less than 
six weeks. 7 | 
The Budget For 1931 and 1932 

In view of the fact that our budget has been cut down from 
$66,396.73 to $50,000 and no provision has been made for an additional 
American missionary, for the Andhra Professorship, for a supervisor 
of the Lace School, for a new bungalow at Kodur and a Hostel at 
Kodaikanal, we would petition Synod to grant that the money con- 
tributed by those who support American missionaries be not, as at 
) present, turned into the General Treasury, but be counted as special 

gifts for the work in India. 


While thanking God for His many blessings, may He grant that 
in view of even great difficulties which we see ahead of us, we may 
take courage and keep in mind that He has said “All power is given 
to me”—“Go”—“Lo, I am with you.”——“Labor on, spend and be spent.”

As Joint Synod is about to conclude its separate existence and to 
merge into a larger body, it is an opportune time to review its achieve- 
ments and to appraise its varied enterprises. We therefore desire to 
lay before your honorable body a summary of what has been ac- 
complished in the field of Colored Missions. 

The Lutheran Church as a whole has not been fond of such labor. 
It has been somewhat difficult for her to realize her possibilities along 
this line and rather easy to find excuses either to neglect it altogether 
or to prefer something else. A synod, like an individual, in order to 
attain success should put itself wholeheartedly and zealously behind 
its efforts. In the work of Colored Missions this was never done. 
Appropriations have seldom, if ever, been raised. Many congregations 
have failed to contribute. Too often calls have been returned. It 
took a long time before a superintendent was found to manage the 
work. It was not until the year 1927 that the first white pastor 
called could be placed in the South, and still another year elapsed be- 
fore the second one was obtained. Thus valuable time was lost, the 

work delayed and money and effort wasted through inability to get 
capable missionaries when they were most needed. 
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What enabled the Board to keep going at all was the fact that 
in emergencies it could fall back upon colored men and women. 
Preachers and near-preachers were utilized; but these generally had 
defects and shortcomings which in time caused their failure and 
subsequent dismissal. Even the best often grew careless, took ad- 
vantage of the supposed inability of the Board to replace them and 
presumed upon our generosity and good nature. 


If the proper workers could have been gotten at the right time, 
very different results would undoubtedly have been attained. Never- 
making good progress. 


The work was begun years ago by a layman in Baltimore, who by 
his personal efforts among the people with whom he came in contact, 
was enabled to start a congregation there. Its subsequent progress 
has varied much. Some faithful pastors have labored with success. 
More often supply pastors, or temporary appointees, have done more 
harm than good. In April of this year the Rev. S. H. Mollenauer, one 
of the veteran missionaries of synod, was put in charge. He has en- 
tered into the work with zest, and there is now the prospect that 
faithful pastoral work combined with missionary activity and zeal 
will bring about the growth and progress which the mission deserves. 


The main field is in Alabama, where two of our congregations, 
Anniston and Mobile, are approaching the one hundred communicant 
mark. In the former place we have our only colored pastor, the Rev. 
P. W. Stephens, who gives but part time to the work. In the latter, 
the Rev. H. B. Drum is in charge. Here, during the last year, was 
erected our first church building in Alabama, As the mission is lo- 
cated in a good section of the city and among the better class of peo- 
ple and the prospects are encouraging, an edifice was built which is 
both substantial and beautiful and which is proving to be of the ut- 
most value in making the service attractive and in increasing the 
attendance. 


Both Anniston and Mobile have graded schools with six teachers 
each. Every year their reputation increases. They not only serve to 
advertise the church work, but enable the teachers to make friends 
with the people and to win the esteem of the community. Thus 
favorable opportunities are afforded to enter homes and to gain both 
children and parents for the Sunday schools and the church. 


The central part of the state is under the care of the Rev. C. B. 
Hildebrand, whose field is so extensive that he cannot do it justice. 
He has missions not only in three cities, Montgomery, Prattville and 
Tuscaloosa, but in rural fields as well. Under him are thirteen 
teachers and missionaries whose labor he oversees as best he can. An 
efficient pastor is needed to assume the responsibilities of at least 
half of this field; but there has not been sufficient income to allow this 
to be done. 
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More financial support is also needed to develop the work at 
Jackson, Mississippi. 

As in all church work, there has been the usual loss, due to 
death and backsliding, and in addition the membership has been 
diminished by an unusual number of removals on account of the large 
migrations of recent years. 

And what of the future? We hope that the time will never come 
when it can be said that there is a single human being, no matter 
how humble, in whose welfare the Lutheran Church is not interested. 
The Savior dealt directly with Samaritans and publicans, notwith- 
standing their social status. Yet it seems that there are some who, 
perhaps suffering from an inferiority complex, are therefore not so 
sure of themselves that they dare go wherever they are called to 
preach the Gospel. Consequently there has been hesitation, fear and 
the desire to be excused, instead of courage and faith. ? 

Then, again, our most successful pastors cannot be expected to 
give up attractive fields and pleasant surroundings to do mission work 
in the South. It is only rarely that examples of such self-sacrifice 
are to be found. The work is now in such a condition that it cannot 
wait 25 years for them to occur. The hope for help from such quarters 
has therefore been practically abandoned. At the same time it is 
not desirable, no matter how great the need, to call pastors who have 
not been successful and who, as a last resort, turn to this work for 
help. 

There remains then one other source of supply. This is to take 
the best product of our mission schools and try to make out of them 
our future workers. This has been done. Young people have been 
sent to Woodville, Waverly and Columbus. While the authorities of 
these schools welcomed our young people as students and treated 
them with the utmost kindness and consideration, the experiment 
could not be called a success. These persons are taken entirely out of 
their environment and placed in an altogether new and different at- 
mosphere. The result is that they are educated beyond the field of 
labor for which they are intended. They lose contact with their 
home influences and surroundings, often prefer life in the North, 
want secular advantages which we cannot furnish and become un- 
fitted for our work and its requirements. So the lesson for us has been 
that to educate these people in the North is often a costly blunder. 

Therefore we turn to the only alternative and that is to train them 
in the South. We are convinced that we imperatively need a mission- 
ary institute or Bible school, where we can place our own Lutheran 
educated youth and where they will continue under a Lutheran in- 
fluence in a proper environment and under our own immediate control 
until they can become developed and fitted for the work. We earnestly 
hope that the need for such an institution will become apparent to all 
and that we will be instructed to take steps to establish one. The 
Board thereforé respectfully requests that it be authorized to raise 
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N $50,000 for an institution of higher education and also respectfully 
' asks that the annual appropriation of $25,000 for current expenses be 
continued.

MEXICAN MISSIONS 


This is the second and last report of the Board of Mexican Mis- 
sions to Joint Synod. Six regular, four executive and three special 
meetings were held since the last report of this Board. 


Corps of Workers and Places of Labor 


Your Board has five salaried workers in the field and one volun- 
teer helper, a member of one of our Lutheran Churches in San An- 
tonio; they are: Rev. German Vasquez, Porto Rican; Miss Irene 
Mellenbruch, graduate of our Church Workers’ Course at Capital 
University; Miss Carolina Morales, a member of the first confirmation 
class in our mission in San Antonio;“Mr. Manuel Alanis, native 
teacher in San Juan and Mr. Simon Camarillo, native teacher in 
San Antonio. These two men, also, were confirmed by us. 

We are happy to be able to announce that Mr. William Schnier, 
candidate of theology, Capital University Seminary, Columbus, Ohio, 
has accepted the Board’s call and plans to be on the field before these 
minutes are off the press. Thus, after years of work and waiting, 
the Lord has answered our prayers to secure one of our own men 
for this greatly neglected corner of His vineyard. 


“Up! The ripening fields we see, 
‘Mighty shall the harvest be; 
But the reapers still how few! 
Lord, send men Thy work to do.” 


Erection and Dedication of Church 


In our previous report to Joint Synod it was noted that the five 
thousand dollars received from the Women’s Missionary Conference 
would be used for the erection of a church at San Antonio; now we 
report that the money has been thus applied. The Church was dedi- 
cated on April 14, 1929, by Rev. German Vasquez, assisted by Board 
members. Pastor German Vasquez preached the Spanish, and Rev. 
J. C. Felger, president of the Board, the English sermon. The San 
Antonio building is arranged for church and school purposes, and 
amply provides for the present needs of the work here. But our 
Board feels the necessity of additional buildings at other points in the 
field. One of our workers had already taken preliminary steps to- 
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ward the erection of a combination church-school at Edinburg, coun- 
ty seat of Hidalgo County, Texas, but the Board felt itself compelled 
to discourage the move for lack of men and money. 


Donation and Dedication of Church Bell - 


The Luther League of Pastor J. C. Felger’s congregation and the 
Ladies’ Aid Society of Pastor E. G. Knaak’s congregation jointly do- 
nated a church bell to the Church of Our Savior, (Mexican Mission), 
San Antonio. The bell was dedicated to God's glory by Pastor German 
Vasquez on Sept. 15, 1929. A church bell serves even a greater pur- 
pose among the Mexican race than among our own people. 


Portable Organ 


It would be an expensive proposition to have an organ at each 
mission post for church and school purpose. As a distinct econom.:cal 
measure the Board purchased a portable reed organ for the use of 
Miss Mellenbruch in her work. Spanish boys and girls love to sing 
Gospel truth in song. 

Spanish Catechism 

Luther’s Catechism in the Spanish language could no longer be 
secured. The Board felt the imperative need of the text of Luther’s 
Small Catechism, and therefore had one thousand copies printed by 
a San Antonio Spanish printing establishment at a cost of $18.00. 
The children are encouraged to buy their copies but if this proves a 
hindrance to the work they are supplied gratis. 


Expansion 

A recent bill introduced by Senator Harris (Dem.), Georgia, if 
passed, would cut down the Mexican influx by 12/13, which means 
that 1,500 instead of more than 13,000 would be allowed to enter the 
U. S. A., each year. This is enough to remind us of our original 
objective, which was to enter Mexico itself for missionary purposes 
as soon as possible. At present, however, we do not have the proper- 
ly qualified workers. The solution of the problem seems to lie in the 
education and training of native Mexicans for this work. Your Board 
plans to open a school on a small scale for the purpose of preparing 
young men, several of whom have been waiting for some time. 

Since the last meeting of Joint Synod work was assumed at Edin- 
burg, where we have property in the form of lots, which will increase 
in value and where Rev. G. Vasquez, our only Spanish speaking pas- 
tor, is stationed. Work was also begun at Escobaris, Texas, where 
both Pastor Vasquez and Miss Mellenbruch carry on the work. 


Present Status 


The work in San Antonio is now in charge of Teacher Simon 
Camarillo and Miss Carolina Morales. They conduct a religious day 
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school in both the English and Spanish languages. The average at- 
tendance is about 35. Sunday school and “Cultus” are also conducted 
here on the Lord’s Day, morning and evening. The prospects are in- 
deed bright. The great need here is an ordained minister fluent in the 
use of the Spanish language. 

Miss Mellenbruch was transferred to San Juan, from which 
place she serves El Capote, assists in Escobaris and Campo Alto. Mr. 
Manuel Alanis, teacher, is in charge of the school at San Juan and 
assists at Campo Alto in the work of the Sunday school. Rev. German 
Vasquez is at present stationed in Edinburg, our newest place. He 
must perform all official acts in the entire Rio Grande Valley field. 

There are difficulties to be overcome in all fields, but the general 
aspect of all our work is encouraging, especially when one remembers 
the handicaps under which we have been operating. The high type 
of our work commends itself more and more to the Mexican people. 


Prospects and Needs 

Young native Mexicans who were desirous of being trained for 
our work two years ago are still waiting. At last one of our own men 
has been secured to work among the Mexicans in Texas. We wish to 
commend those men in charge of Mission Studies at Capital University 
for the favorable impressions of this work made by them upon the 
students. If our appropriations would allow, we could readily use 
another ordained minister. 


Encouragements 
It is indeed an invaluable encouragement that we have had from 
the beginning and still have in the attitude of the Women’s Missionary 
Conference toward this work. We were happy to make it possible for 
Miss Lehmann to visit our work in the Rio Grande Valley while she 


was in attendance at the Texas District meeting of the Women’s Mis- | 


sionary Conference last December. We believe that our work is finding 
greater favor in the eyes of both the Texas District and Joint Synod 
in general, as it deserves. Our work is growing in the “Valley” also 
in spite of the opposition on the part of one who was formerly in the 
employ of the Board. 

Our Board did not exceed its appropriation from Joint Synod. 
We regret, however, that we could not live within the actual receipts 
for this work. We believe that more hearts are warming up to the 
support of our work carried on among our benighted neighbors in the 
name of the crucified Christ. 


Our Gratitude 
We are sincerely grateful to the Lord of the harvest, who has 
given us at least some workers in this part of His ever expanding 
kingdom and blessed their labors in His name; that He has used Miss 
Katherine Lehmann’s visit to our fields of labor to further stimulate 
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the interest of the Women’s Missionary Conference; that as a whole, 
pastors and congregations in our Synod, and in the Texas District, in 
particular, are taking a more lively interest in our Mexican Missions; 
that the attitude of our professors in our institutions of learning to- 
ward this work is beginning to bear its fruits among the students; 
that the spirit prevailing among the Board members leaves nothing 


to be desired and that Christian cheer, good will and enthusiasm fill 
the hearts of our workers.

New Building 


To meet the needs of our growing business a new building was 
erected on the Schulze lot at a cost of $138,000.00. This new building 
not only covers the Schulze lot, but replaces the old building that was 
on the rear of the Book Concern. This old part was too weak to 
carry the load of the heavy presses needed to take care of our work. 
With this substantially built new structure our equipment is ample 
for many years to come. 


| Our Periodicals 
The periodicals experienced a substantial growth except the 
Kirchenzeitung which shows a decrease in subscriptions. The change 
in the Standard seems to meet with general approval and is undoubt- 
edly the cause of a wider circulation. 
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We have introduced into our Sunday school literature graded 
lessons for the Beginners, Primary and Juniors. Those for the In- 
termediate department will be published for 1931. 


A Request 
We ask Synod to rescind the resolution forbidding the Book 
Concern selling individual communion cup-sets. 


Publications 


If desired, the manager of the Book Concern will submit a report 
on books published in the last biennium and on those in preparation.

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Reorganization 

After the meeting of Joint Syned, 1928, the Board of Trustees was 
reorganized as follows: Mr. W. L. Voeller, President; Mr. R. E. 
Pfeiffer, Vice-President; Miss Alfarata Peters, Secretary. 

Executive Committee: Messrs. W. L. Voeller, R. E. Pfeiffer, J. 
L. Bachman, and, Ex officio, Dr. C. C. Hein. 

Finance Committee: The old Comenitice was re-appeint- 
ed by the Board of Trustees: Dr. W. H. Lehmann; Mr. Otto Mayer, 
Pittsburgh; Mr. Leo Reinartz, Middletown, Ohio; to the committee 
were added: Mr. Frank Knapp, Bellevue, Ohio, and Mr. W. C. Zuleger, 
Toledo, Ohio. 

General Treasurer: Mr. George L. Conrad was elected treasurer 
for the coming biennium, provided the merger be not previously con- 
summated. The General Treasurer was requested to attend all the 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. 


Meetings 
Since the last report, the Board of Trustees has held nine regular 
meetings, and two special meetings. The Executive Committee has 
held thirteen meetings. These meetings were well attended by the 
members, and much business of importance to Synod transacted. 


Woodville, Ohio, Property 
All the property at Woodville, Ohio, has been sold with the ex- 
ception of nineteen lots in the sub-division. The Board hopes to dis- 
pose of these lots in the near future. 


Olympia Fund 

Joint Synod voted the money from the sale of the Olympia Sem- 
inary, Olympia, Washington, $4,355.69, for a student center in Pull- 
man, Washington, the additional 68,000 for the building to be raised 
by the Northwestern District. 

The Northwestern District petitioned the Board of Trustees, at 
the May, 1929, meeting, to include this latter amount in the 1930 
Thankoffering appeal; all sums already gathered, and all pledges se- 
cured, to be turned over to the 1930 Thankoffering Fund. This 
peition was granted. 

The Board appointed the following Committee of the Northwest- 
ern brethren to look after the interests of the work at Pullman, and 
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of Joint Synod in the work: Revs. L. Ludwig, A. E. Rein, E. -C. 
Knorr, W. J. Fritz, and Prof. W. H. Hellman. 


Lots for the building at Pullman, valued at $3,500 were donated 
by Mr. Christian Burkowsky in the form of an annuity. At the sug- 
gestion of the Northwestern brethren, title to this property is held in 
the name of Synod. | 


Monmouth, Oregon 

The Board of Trustees at the May, 1929, meeting was petitioned 
by the Northwestern District to transfer $1,000 of the Olympia Fund 
to the Oregon Student Association for the erection of a Student Cen- 
ter at Monmouth, Oregon, said Center not to cost less than $4,000; 
the $1,000 to be without interest for ten years, and with the agree- 
ment that $2,000 is to be secured in cash, and $1,000 in pledges, before 
the aforementioned $1,000 is to be turned over to the Student Associa- 
tion. This petition was granted. 


St. Paul-Luther College Church 


Joint Synod, 1928, authorized the St. Paul-Luther College 
authorities to collect $10,000 in the Minnesota and Wisconsin Dis- 
tricts for a church on the campus of the St. Paul-Luther College. The 
Committee in charge of the 1930 Thankoffering felt that this amount 
should be included in the Synodical debt, since the soliciting of funds 
had already begun. 


At the April, 1929, meeting of the Board of Trustees, a letter was 
received from President Wm. Schmidt of St. Paul-Luther College, 
urging the need of the new college church by the opening of school 
in autumn. In answer, the Board of Trustees notified the St. Paul 


Board to get plans and bids, and that they would do all in their power 


to enable them to proceed with the building at the earliest possible 
moment. At the June, 1929, meeting the plans were submitted and 
approved. It was resolved to allow the construction of the church to 
proceed, with the proviso that bids be secured from a responsible con- 
tractor other than the architect, that the contractor be put under bond, 
and that no more than $10,000 could be expected as a gift from Synod. 


Later the Board of Trustees was notified that $40,000 instead of 
$28,000 would be required to erect the college church in accordance 
with the plans originally submitted. The Board of Trustees was 
asked to grant an additional appropriation of $12,000 for this purpose. 
Having no authority, however, in the premises and no funds being 
available, the Board refused to grant the request. 

St. Paul’s congregation inquired whether the $10,000 promised by 
Joint Synod would be available in case the contemplated church would 
not be erected on the college campus but on the lots owned by the 
congregation. The Board of Trustees could not answer this question 
and herewith refers the matter to Synod. 
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~ | St. Paul—Pullman 

In the Executive Committee meeting, September, 1929, it was 
agreed and approved by the Board, that the sums of $10,000 for St. 
Paul, and $8,000 for Pullman, having been included in the 1930 Thank- 
offering, must be considered a part of Synod’s debt. 


Wernle Orphans’ Home 

A resolution of Joint Synod, 1926, reaffirmed 1928, assured the 
Wernle Orphans’ Home of its share of the Million Dollar Offering 
whenever needed. As the Wernle Orphans’ Home was in need of a 
central heating plant and a number of repairs, the Board of Trustees 
instructed the General Treasurer to pay, in addition to the amount 
already paid, $11,000 to the Home and the Board of Trustees of the 
Wernle Orphans’ Home declared that its claim on the Million Dollar 
Offering has been met in full. g 


Regina Campus Debt 

The Regina Luther College Board presented to the Board of 
Trustees a petition, at the May, 1929, meeting, to include the debt of 
$7,000 on the College campus in the 1930 Thankoffering. It was re- 
solved that inasmuch as the Canada District promised to pay for this 
site, it ought to redeem its promise. However, if the Canada District 
would do its full part in the 1930 Thankoffering, and funds would 
be available, its request would be granted at a later date. The 
Board later authorized the Deputy Treasurer to pay the debt out of 
the 1930 Thankoffering in the Canada District. 


President’s Residence, Capital University 


The Building Committee of Capital University presented plans 
for the proposed President’s residence at Capital University, with a 
bid of $22,500, with necessary fixtures, etc., to cost $2,500 additional. 
The plans were satisfactory; but the Board of Trustees ruled that 
the house could not be built unless it could be reduced in price to the 
$20,000 allowed by Joint Synod. At a later date the Capital Univer- 
sity Building Committee presented plans with a bid of $20,000. The 
plans were approved, and consent given for the erection of the resi- 
dence provided it did not exceed the stipulated cost. 


Annuity Rates 
The Board of Trustees approved the following schedule of annuity 
rates: 
AGE 
40 to 45—4 % 56 to 60—5i% 71 to 75—7 % 
46 to 50—41 % 61 to 65—6 % 76 to 80—71 % 
51 to 55—5 % 66 to 70—63% 81— 8 % 
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The General Treasurer was authorized to transfer the interest 
from the daily balance to the annuity account, if necessary, to avoid 
a debit balance. In case any annuity must be carried at a loss, 
temporarily, it was decided this loss should be charged to that treas- 
ury which is the beneficiary of such annuity. 


Requests — Hebron and Regina 
The requests from Hebron and Regina for $10,000 and $6,000, 
respectively, to be included in the debt of Synod are referred to Joint 
Synod for action at its coming convention inasmuch as the Board of 
Trustees at present finds itself unable to take action in the matter. 


Approval of Building Plans 
As most of the members of the Board of Trustees are neither 


architects nor practical builders, and as they often feel constrained to 


get the advice of those who are, it was resolved not to pass on such 


plans unless they have been in their hands at least two weeks and 


that a copy of the plans should be furnished to each member of the 
Board. 


It was further resolved that no plans should be sent to us for ap- 
proval until they have been first approved by the * under whose 
direction the proposed building is to be erected. 


Board. 


Security for Loans 
At the January, 1929, meeting, it was resolved by the Board that 
in making loans to be secured by mortgage, or real estate, checks 
shall be placed in the hands of our attorney, to be held by him till 
all necessary papers are in his hands. 


Lutheran Statistical Report 


A report from Dr. G. L. Kieffer, secretary of the statistical de- 
partment of the National Lutheran Council, was laid before the Board 
by Dr. Hein. This report gave the information that the Government 
had published a volume of 148 pages giving the statistics, history, doc- 
trine, and organization of the Lutheran bodies; price, 20c per copy; 
that if the Lutherans would order 10,000 copies the price would be 
approximately 7c per copy. The Board of Trustees ordered 1,000 
copies. They were mailed from the office of the General Treasurer to 
each pastor, and to the lay members of all Boards. 


Reports of Treasurers 


Inasmuch as this biennial report of the Board of Trustees goes to 
the printer before the close of the school year, the reports of the 
treasurers of the various institutions will not appear in print. Before 
the Board accepts them it demands that they be properly audited, 
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Auditors’ Reports 
The books of the General Treasurer were audited by Mr. Frank A. 
Osborn for the year 1928, and by Mr. A. L. Peters, a Certified Public 
Accountant, for the year 1929, and found correct.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


According to the resolution of the last convention of the Joint 
Synod two additional members have been added to the Finance Com- 
mittee in the persons of Frank Knapp, Bellevue, Ohio, and W. C. 
Zuleger, Toledo, Ohio. Six meetings were held in the past biennium. 

Your committee begs leave to submit the following report, which 
is a summary of the work done: 


Having been instructed by Joint Synod to devise and execute 
plans to raise a million dollars before the merger, your committee 
began this task soon after the last convention. Three meetings were 
necessary before final plans were adopted. The campaign was 
launched in January, 1929, and concluded the following June. We 
are glad to report that there was a very general cooperation on the 
part of our pastors and congregations,—at least 95% having parti- 
cipated in the effort. Some of the remaining 5% have promised to 
do something before the year closes. Although the full amount was 
not quite reached your committee feels that the effort was successful. 

The most difficult problem which your committee had to meet 
was the preparation of the budget for the work of Joint Synod, 
which is to be combined with that of the Buffalo and Iowa synods 
after the merger. Starting with the premise that the new synod 
must stay out of debt for the first years at least, your committee 
found it necessary to make drastic reductions in most of the appro- 
priations. On the basis of the income for the last five years the 
amount was determined which could reasonably be expected, and the 
total appropriations recommended were kept within this amount. We 
realize that in most cases these suggested appropriations are inade- 
quate, but to grant more is almost certain to create a new debt. 


RECOM MENDATIONS 


1. In view of the absolute necessity of liquidating all our debts 
by January 1, 1931, and the urgent need of the Church Building 
Fund, as well as some of our institutions, we urge that pastors and 
congregations make strenuous efforts to secure the payment of all 
Thankoffering pledges of their members before the close of the year. 

2. A careful study of both the income and disbursements of 
Synod for the last ten years shows that the increase in appropriations 
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has exceeded the increase in income. Since this necessitates a down- 
ward revision of appropriations, we recommend that this adjustment 
be made now, at the beginning of the merger. 

8. Your committee is convinced that the budget for the American 
Lutheran Church should be made annually. It has, therefore, recom- 
mended to the Joint Commission that a budget commission be empow- 
ered to make the appropriations annually. Such provision is found 
in the proposed constitution. Your approval is requested. 

4. We are of the firm conviction that permanent results can be 
obtained only by inculcating the fundamental principles of steward- 
ship. Special appeals are all right for an emergency, but they will 
not provide for the regular funds in an adequate way. We, therefore, 
recommend that all our pastors give special attention to this subject 
by preaching and teaching the Scriptural injunctions and implications 
concerning stewardship. 

5. It is very evident that many congregations have not yet 
adopted the best and most efficient system of finance, especially for 
benevolence. We recommend that the district finance committees 
make it one of their objectives to encourage and assist congregations 
within their respective districts in adopting the best method for their 
particular needs.

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Reports of Committees 


ORGANIC UNION WITH THE BUFFALO AND THE IOWA 
SYNODS 


At its convention in 1928, the Joint Synod re-affirmed its desire 
for organic union with the synods of Buffalo and Iowa and instructed 
its Commissioners: “to proceed with the work of effecting a merger 
as soon as possible on the basis of the constitution proposed by the 
Joint Merger Commission.” (Joint Synod Minutes, 1928, page 227, 
II, 4.) In compliance with Synod’s instructions your Commissioners 
met with those of the Buffalo and the Iowa Synods, April 3 and 4, 
1929, and January 6 to 8, 1930. 


1. Name 


Since dissatisfaction with the name “Evangelical-Lutheran Synod 
of America” had been felt and voiced, the Joint Commission at its 
meeting in April, 1929, approved the name “American Lutheran 
Church.” As the vote of approval was not unanimous, consideration 
of the name was again taken up in January 1930, when the name was 
approved by unanimous vote. Your Commissioners recommend that 
this name be adopted. 


2. Confession of Faith 


At the meeting in April, 1929, the reports of the representatives 
of the participating synods regarding the action of their respective 
bodies were submitted. It was evident that the three synods fully 
agree as to the inspiration and the inerrancy of the Scriptures. On 
the basis of the declarations of the Iowa Synod at Waverly in 1928 
(Joint Synod Minutes, 1928, page 18) and those of the Joint Synod 
in Columbus, 1928 (Joint Synod Minutes, 1928, page 227, II, 1) in 
which the representatives of the Buffalo Synod concurred, the follow- | 
ing paragraph was unanimously adopted as a substitute for Section 1, 
Article II— Confession of,Faith: 

“The Synod believes that the Canonical Books of the Old and the 
New Testament in their original texts are, as a whole and in all 
their parts, the inspired and inerrant Word of God, and accepts these 
Books in the now generally recognized texts as substantially identical 
with the original texts and as the only inspired and inerrant authority, 
source, guide and norm, in all matters of faith and life.” 

The Buffalo Synod and the Iowa Synod adopted the above sub- 
stitute at their respective conventions in 1929. The Iowa Synod, 
however, resolved: “to ask the representatives of the synods of Ohio 
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and Buffalo to revert to the old form of the confessional paragraph 
either of Ohio or Iowa, as the Iowa Synod by adoption of the form 
proposed by the Joint Commission has clearly shown its position 
toward the Word of God,” (Iowa Minutes, 1929, page 17) stating 
furthermore: “that the form adopted by the Joint Commission and 
Iowa Synod shall be retained if this petition cannot be granted.” 


Upon the request of the representatives of the lowa Synod the 
matter was again taken up by the Joint Commission at its meeting in 
January, 1930, with the result that the following paragraph was 


adopted as a substitute for Section 1, Article II of the Constitution, 
to wit: 


“The Synod accepts the Canonical Books of the Old and the 
New Testament as the inspired Word of God and the only infallible 
authority in all matters of faith and life.” 


It was also resolved “that the wording of Section 1, Article II, 
as adopted by the Joint Commission in April, 1929, be made an 
appendix of the Constitution, and designated as the synod’s official 
interpretation of Section 1, Article II.” 


In this form the confessional paragraph appears in the Constitu- 
tion, and its official interpretation as an appendix to the Constitution. 
The Joint Commission submits both to the synods for approval. 


Your Commissioners recommend that the action of the Joint 
Commission relative to the confessional paragraph be approved. 


3. The Charter 


In 1926 the recommendation of the Joint Commission to retain 
the charter of Joint Synod with the necessary changes for the new 
body was adopted by each of the participating synods. 

In 1929 the attorneys found upon investigation that the charter 
of Joint Synod could not be retained for the new synod unless the 
Buffalo and the Iowa Synods would be formally received by Joint 
Synod. While the Buffalo Synod expressed its willingness to be 
received by Joint Synod, the Iowa Synod at its convention in Dubuque 


in 1929 unanimously refused to adopt the mode of procedure suggested . 


by the attorneys and recommended by the Joint Commission, and 
resolved: “that the synods of Ohio, Iowa and Buffalo effect this union 
by forming a new corporation and adopting new Articles of In- 
corporation.” (Iowa Minutes, 1929, page 14, B.) 


Inasmuch as the Joint Synod, although merging with the other 
two synods, will necessarily still retain its distinct incorporation 
within the American Lutheran Church and its own charter until 
the Joint Synod passes out of existence, and because your Commis- 
sioners are of the conviction that the question of a charter should 
not prove an insurmountable obstacle to the attainment of our aim, 
your Commissioners resolved to comply with the request of the Iowa 
Synod which desires that the new body secure a new charter. 


* 
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Your Commissioners, therefore, recommend that the action of 
the Joint Commission relative to the charter be approved. 


4. Constitution 

Your Commissioners recommend: 

a. That the Constitution of the American Lutheran Church, the 
By-laws, the Rules and Regulations for the various boards, and the 
recommendations of the sub-committees as presented on page 1 to 64 
of the pamphlet published by the Joint Commission be accepted; 
provided, however, 

b. That all changes in the Constitution, the By-laws, the Rules 
and Regulations for the various boards, and the recommendations of 
the sub-committees (pages 1 to 64 of pamphlet) desired by members 
of Joint Synod be referred to the Joint Commission for final ad- 
justment. ; 

5. Recommendation to Merge 

Your Commissioners recommend that the following resolution be 
adopted: 

Whereas during the past several years the Lutheran Synod of 
Buffalo, the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa and Other States, 
and the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States 
have cooperated with one another, and 

Whereas out of this cooperation has come a desire often expressed 
by the assemblies of each of the three above-mentioned bodies to 
become more closely affliliated, and 

Whereas it appears to the members of each of the three bodies 
that a more perfect union will greatly enhance the ability of the three 
above-mentioned bodies to carry out the objects for which they were 
formed, therefore 
Be it resolved that we merge with the honorable Lutheran Synod 
of Buffalo and the honorable Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa and 
Other States and that a corporation be created under the constitution 
heretofore approved by the three above-mentioned bodies and that 
application be filed with the Secretary of State of the State of 
Illinois for a charter. 


Be it further resolved that the name of said corporation shall be: 
American Lutheran Church. 


6. Property 

Your Commissioners recommend: 

a. That the following resolution be adopted: 

Resolved, that in order to carry out the merger, and give control 
of all property formerly held by the three synods as such into the 
control of the American Lutheran Church, and, providing the other 
two synods and their trustees and boards do likewise, the Evangelical 
Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States hereby agrees to 
convey its property to the American Lutheran Church, after same 
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shall have become incorporated, and that it instructs its Board of 
Trustees to employ legal counsel to effect the transfer in detail, by 
all the necessary legal instruments, as rapidly as possible, and that 
upon order of the Board of Trustees, all the incorporated boards of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States 
complete the transferring of all their holdings, (unless by necessity 
their holdings must be under their own administration), as rapidly 
as possible to the American Lutheran Church. 

b. That the Board of Trustees of Joint Synod be authorized and 
empowered to pay all debts of Synod on or before the close of the 
present fiscal year. 

e. That all incorporated boards within the Joint Synod be 
instructed to have their charters properly changed at the direction 
of the Board of Trustees of Joint Synod. 

d. That to provide the necessary money for the expenses of the 
American Lutheran Church in the interim between now and January 
1, 1931, the General Treasurer of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint 
Synod of Ohio and Other States be and is herewith authorized and 
directed to pay upon order of the Board of Trustees of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States or its Executive 
Committee, Joint Synod’s proportionate share of said expense out of 
its Administration Fund as called for by the Treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Lutheran Church. | 

e. That inasmuch as the General Treasurer of the Joint Synod 
will not be able to transfer the General Treasury to the Trustees of 
the American Lutheran Church before about February 15, 1931, 
and, inasmuch as the new synod will take over the work of the Joint 
Synod January 1, 1931, the General Treasurer of Joint Synod be 
instructed to transfer January 1, 1931, upon the order of the Board 
of Trustees of Joint Synod to the Trustees of the new body a sum 
of money sufficient to defray the current expenses for that part of the 


work of the Joint Synod assumed by the new synod until the final 
transfer of the treasury. 


7. Nominations 


Your Commissioners recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 


Resolved, that the President and Vice-president of the Buffalo 
Synod, the present District Presidents of the Iowa Synod, and the 
present District Presidents of the Joint Synod of Ohio shall constitute 
the Committee on Nominations for the first convention of the new 
synod. (Pamphlet, page 66, 14, a.) 


8. Charter 
Your Commissioners recommend: 


a. That the application for charter as prepared by a committee 
be now read and approved. 
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b. That the following resolution be adopted: 


Whereas the president of this synod together with two members 
of this synod appointed by him, and together with similar committees 
of the Lutheran Synod of Buffalo and the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Iowa and Other States, has prepared and executed an application 
for a charter for the new synodical body, said charter to conform 
with the resolutions of the Joint Commission and to be issued by the 
State of Illinois, 


Now, therefore, it is resolved that the action of the president be 
and the same is hereby ratified and 


That Carl C. Hein, Jesse R. Schuette, and Otto M. Spielman 
continue to act as members of said committeé and do all such things 
as it may become necessary to do, in order to effect the issuance of 
said charter. 

9. Organization Meeting 

Your Commissioners recommend that the following resolution be 
adopted: 

Whereas it is the expressed desire of this synod to merge with 
the Lutheran Synod of Buffalo and the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Iowa and Other States, which said wish by proper resolution has 
again been re-stated by this assembly, and 

Whereas the Lutheran Synod of Buffalo and the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Iowa and Other States have each resolved to merge 
with this body, and 

Whereas this body is now advised that the Lutheran Synod of 
Buffalo and the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa and Other 
States will be ready to meet with this body August 11, at 8:30 A. M. 
to make said merger effective, 

Now, therefore, be it resolved that we meet August 11, at 8:30 
A. M., at 420-430 N. Erie St., Toledo, Ohio, for the purpose of at once 
effecting said merger, upon the terms and conditions heretofore set 
forth and established by the Joint Commission, all of which have been 
printed and submitted to the participating synods. 


10. Delegates 

Your Commissioners recommend: 

a. That the lists of delegates to the first convention of the 
American Lutheran Church submitted by the districts of Joint Synod 
be read and approved. 

b. That inasmuch as according to the statement of the District 
Presidents 29 pastors serving synodical charges and 11 pastors 
serving non-synodical charges and 6 pastors in the service of the 
Synod are not represented by the delegates designated by the Dis- 
tricts, and furthermore, inasmuch as the Joint Synod is entitled to 
3 clerical and 2 lay delegates in addition to those designated 
by the Districts, the General President of Joint Synod appoint 3 
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clerical and 2 lay delegates as delegates at large to fill its quota 
and that the names be placed on the list of Joint Synod’s delegates 
to the first convention of the American Lutheran Church. 


e. That the President and the English Secretary of Joint Synod 
be instructed to certify the approved list and transmit it to the first 
convention of the American Lutheran Church. 


11. Advisory Members 
Your Commissioners recommend: 


a. That the following resolution be adopted: 

All those who are advisory members of the last regular conven- 
tions of the three merging synods, as also all members of the Joint 
Merger Commission, shall be advisory members of the first convention 
of the American Lutheran Church. (Pamphlet, page 66, 9.) 

b. That the list of accredited advisory members be now read 
and approved. 

e. That the President and the English Secretary of Joint Synod 
be instructed to certify the approved list and transmit it to the first 
convention of the American Lutheran Church. 


12. Uniform Constitution 


Your Commissioners recommend that the Uniform Constitution 
(Pamphlet, page 100) be now read and tentatively approved. 


13. Nomination Committee 


Your Commissioners recommend: 

a. That the Committee on Nominations of the Joint Synod be 
instructed to nominate candidates for the offices provided for by the 
Uniform Constitution. 


b. That the members of the present boards of the educational 
and charitable institutions and the Board of Colored Missions and 
Mexican Missions whose terms of office have not expired at the time 
of the merger of the three synods shall continue in office until the 
expiration of their respective terms of office. (Pamphlet, page 68, 
15, a.) 

e. That the Committee on Nominations be instructed to nominate 
for the vacancies on the boards of Joint Synod which must be filled 
at this convention if possible members from the sister synods in the 
merger, on the advice of the representatives of the institutions and 
boards involved. (Pamphlet, page 68, 15, b.) 


14. Recommendations of Joint Commission 
Your Commissioners recommend that Recommendations 1 to 7; 
15, e; 16; 17, d to g; 18 to 24 (Pamphlet, page 65) be now read 
and approved. 


a 
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15. Reports to American Lutheran Church 
Your Commissioners recommend: 


a. That the Secretary of Joint Synod be instructed to submit 
to the American Lutheran Church the result of the elections of Joint 
Synod’s convention for ratification by the new synod. Pamphlet, 
page 68, 15, c.) 

b. That the Secretary of Joint Synod be instructed to submit 
to the new synod for approval the resolutions of this convention 
pertaining to the work of the new synod in 1931-32. (Pamphlet, 
page 68, 16.) 

16. Adjournment 

Your Commissioners recommend that during, or immediately 
after the convention of the American Lutheran Church, the Joint 
Synod meet at the call of the President for the purpose of adopting 
the following resolutions: 


a. Be it resolved that the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod 
of Ohio and Other States in convention assembled does hereby abolish 
and set aside and hold for naught its present Constitution as of 


January 1, 1931, to wit,—the change to be effective on and after 
said date. 


b. Be it resolved that the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of 
Ohio and Other States in convention assembled does hereby adopt in 
its entirety the proposed new constitution (Pamphlet, pages 100 and 
101) as read, the same to be in effect on and after January 1, 1931.

INTERSYNODICAL RELATIONS

On October 7, 1929, your committee held a colloquy with the 
official representatives of the Augustana Synod which was also 
attended by the president of the Iowa Synod. The Minneapolis Theses 
were discussed article by article and it was found that the Augustana 
Synod and the Joint Synod of Ohio are in hearty agreement touching 
all articles of the Minneapolis Theses. The following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The representatives of the synods here present agree that the 
synods acknowledging these articles are one in doctrine and practice, 
recognize each other as truly Lutheran and may enter into altar and 
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pulpit fellowship. The presidents of the synods here represented 


are asked to present this agreement to their respective synods for 
adoption.” 


We recommend that the Joint Synod officially declare altar and 
pulpit fellowship with the Evangelical Lutheran Augustana Synod. 


We, furthermore, recommend that the Joint Synod officially 
declare altar and pulpit fellowship with the United Danish Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in America which adopted the Minneapolis 
Theses in 1926.

On March 6, 1930, your committee held a colloquy with the 
Lutheran Free Church in Minneapolis, Minn., which was also attended 
by representatives of the Buffalo and the Iowa Synods. 


The Minneapolis Theses were read and discussed and all repre- 


sentatives were in perfect agreement on the subjects. The following 
resolution was adopted: 


Having conferred with the brethren of the Lutheran Free 
Church in regard to the principles expressed in the Minneapolis 
Agreement, we, the committee representing the Joint Synod of Ohio, 
Iowa Synod, and the Lutheran Synod of Buffalo, agree to recommend 
to our Synods the establishment of altar and pulpit fellowship with 
the Lutheran Free Church, if, and as soon as the Lutheran Free 
Church adopts the resolution recommended to it by its committee, 
which is as follows: 


“In accord with the stated position of the Lutheran Free Church, 
as borne out of the experience of the past, that it does not enter upon 
doctrinal discussions, but takes its stand upon the three Ecumenical 
Creeds, the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, and Luther’s Small 
Catechism, as basis for cooperation with other church bodies, the 
committee of the Lutheran Free Church is ready to report to the 
next annual meeting of the Lutheran Free Church that it has met 
with the committees of the Joint Synod of Ohio, Iowa Synod, Lutheran 
Synod of Buffalo, and has read and considered the principles as 
expressed in the so-called Minneapolis and Chicago Agreement, and 
finds this Agreement in harmony with the confession of the Lutheran 
Free Church, namely, the Ecumenical Creeds, the Unaltered Augs- 
burg Confession, and Luther’s Small Catechism, and that on re 
basis of these confessions recommends: 

1. That the Lutheran Free Church enter into pulpit and altar 
fellowship with the Joint Synod of Ohio, the Iowa Synod, and the 
Lutheran Synod of Buffalo. 
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2. That the annual meeting of the Lutheran Free Church 
approve the constitution of the American Lutheran Conference.”

After the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and the Joint 
Synod of Ohio had established pulpit and altar fellowship on the 
basis of what are now known as the Minneapolis Theses, the Joint 
Synod at its convention in 1928 passed the following resolution: 
“That a committee of three be appointed for the purpose of confer- 
ring with a similar committee of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America to discuss ways and means by which this church fellowship 
may find expression.” (Joint Synod Minutes, 1928, page 223, B. 2. c.) 


The General President, Dr. C. C. Hein, appointed as this com-. 
mittee: the Rev. L. H. Schuh, D. D., Toledo, Ohio, the Rev. F. B. 
Hax, D. D., Massillon, Ohio, and the Rev. H. W. Krull, Platteville, Wis. 

Our committee met with the committee of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church in Chicago, February 28, 1929. Representatives of 
the Buffalo Synod and the Iowa Synod had also been invited to this 
meeting. It was evident that there was such harmony in faith and 
practice among us that cooperation in certain lines of endeavor was 
doth feasible and practicable. As the discussion progressed it became 
evident that this movement should be carried further and that other 
Lutheran groups should be invited to participate. This invitation 
was to be extended to certain groups by President J. A. Aasgaard, of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church, and to others by President C. C. 
Hein, of the Joint Synod. 

October 7, 1929, the Joint Synod Committee held a colloquy with 
a committee of the Augustana Synod. Again the Minneapolis Theses 
formed the basis. The two committees found themselves in harmony 
and passed a resolution to recommend to their respective synods the 
establishment of pulpit and altar fellowship. 

The following day representatives of the Augustana Synod, the 
Lutheran Free Church, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
the Iowa Synod and a committee of Joint Synod conferred. In the 
course of the discussion it became apparent that the Lord was point- 
ing the way for a closer relation of all these groups. After a two 
day discussion, a committee consisting of the General Presidents of 
the participating synods was appointed to draft a constitution and 
submit their work to a future meeting of the delegates. 

; At a meeting held in Chicago, December 18 and 19, 1929, repre- 
| sentatives of the Augustana Synod, the Buffalo Synod, the Iowa 
4 Synod, the United Danish Church, the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
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of America, the Lutheran Free Church, and the Joint Synod of Ohio 
were present. Interest was evidently growing. There were provi- 
dential leadings apparent. The presidents of the participating 
synods made a report to their delegates, submitting for their dis- 
cussion the draft of a constitution for a federation of these Lutheran 
bodies. The discussion was fraternal and earnest. When the work 
was ended the committee resolved that this constitution be submitted 
to all the participating synods for adoption at their next regular 
meeting. If favorable action is taken by the respective synods, they 
are requested to appoint delegates to meet in October, 1930, for the 
purpose of organizing The American Lutheran Conference under the 
constitution as adopted by the committee and published in our church 
papers. 

Thus, in the providence of God, a mustard seed has been cast 
into the earth. May it grow to become a blessing to the whole 
Lutheran Church of America!

CHILD-PLACEMENT 


In pursuance with a resolution of Joint Synod at its last meeting, 
the General President appointed a commission to study the question 
of Child-Placement. This commission respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report: 

The commission held its first meeting at the Lutheran Book 
Concern, Columbus, Ohio, December 4, 1929. At this meeting it was 
resolved that the chairman, Dr. H. J. Schuh, assisted by Rev. S. C. 
Michelfelder, of Pittsburgh, Pa., make a survey of our Children’s 
Home at Mars, Pa., and with the assistance of the secretary, Mr. 
Luther Feeger, of Richmond, Ind., a similar survey of Wernle 
Orphans’ Home at Richmond, Ind. 


These surveys were made with the efficient assistance of Miss 
Henrietta Lund, a social worker in the employ of the Pittsburgh 
Federation of Social Agencies. 


Reports of both surveys were presented to the Boards of the 
respective institutions for their consideration and guidance in the 
improvement of conditions at these institutions. 


Both reports, together with suggestions for the revision of our 
policy with reference to the care of dependent children, were sub- 
mitted at a second meeting of your Commission held at the Lutheran 
Book Concern February 4, 1930. 


After due deliberation your Commission recommends the fol- 
lowing: 
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RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMISSION ON CHILD-PLACEMENT TO THE 
HONORABLDB JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO AND OTHER STATES 


1. General Recommendations 


a. That our Boards in the three Orphans’ Homes, St. John’s at 
Mars, Pa., Wernle Home at Richmond, Ind., and the one at Melville, 
Sask., Canada, each be governed by a board eonsisting of six men 
and three women. 

b. That Synod authorize its children’s homes to pay more atten- 
tion to the placing of children in approved foster homes. 

e. That in order to carry out this plan these institutions, 
wherever possible, utilize the Inner Mission and social agencies; and 
where possible, employ special case workers to investigate carefully 
all applications for reception and the character of the homes into 
which children are to be placed, and supervise the children after 
placement. All information thus gathered is to be kept on record 
for ready reference. 

d. That our present children’s homes be retained as temporary 
homes and homes for such children as can not be placed in foster 
homes. 

e. The age limit of those to be received is to be left to the 
discretion of the Boards. 

f. We recommend that, wherever possible, children be given over 
to the custody of the homes by court order, this order to include 
obligating the surviving relatives to assist, according to ability, in 
the support of the children. 

g. We recommend that on the reception of a child, it be sub- 
mitted to a stripped medical examination by the physician of the 
home, and that there be regular medical and dental examinations of 
the children at least once a year, and that the reports of these 
examinations be made a matter of record for each child, 

h. We recommend that there be regular fire drills at least once 
every month in all our children’s homes. 

i. We recommend that accurate records be kept with reference 
to the antecedents of the children, to their stay in the homes and to 
their life after they leave the homes. These records should be kept 
in a special folder for each child for ready reference. 

j. We recommend that the names be changed from “Orphan” 
to “Children’s” Homes. 


2. Special Recommendations 


a. With reference to the home at Mars, Pa. 

1. That the separate school for this institution be discontinued 
and the children be sent to the public school of the village of Mars, 
the Superintendent of the home giving our children religious instruc- 
tion before or after regular school hours or on Saturdays. An effort 
should be made to have the respective school districts from which 
the children come pay their tuition. 
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2. That the laundry in the children’s home be removed into the 
basement of the new hospital building. 

3. That the children have their own kitchen and dining room 
in the children’s home building. 

b. With reference to the Home at Richmond, Ind. 

1. That the Board shall make such special provision for the 
schooling of the children as in their opinion is best. 

2. That the present arrangement of alternating between the 
two churches of our Synod at Richmond in attendance at Sunday 
school and church services as well as confirmation be discontinued 
and that the old order of giving the institution one church home be 
re-established.

COMMISSION ON EVANGELIZATION 


Since the last convention of our Joint Synod, August 23-29, 1928, 
the Commission has sustained a heavy loss in the death of one of its 
members, the Rev. W. A. Poovey, pastor of Hope Lutheran Church, 
Dayton, O. Rev. Poovey died May 7, 1929, having been a member 
of the Commission since its inception four years previous to that 
time, serving as its editor until November 14, 1927. He was genuinely 
missionary spirited, being gifted with a vision that could comprehend 
well the best opportunities for soul-winning. The vacancy caused by 
his early demise has not been filled to date. 

Four regular meetings of the Commission were held since August 
1928: two at Columbus, Ohio, and two at Lakeside, Ohio. 

After a very painstaking effort the Commission temporarily 
tabled the printing of an Adult Class Manual, at its September 1928 
meeting, Columbus, Ohio, because, from among all the requested 
sample copies of manuscripts submitted its members felt there was 
not found that which met their opinion of the requirements of such 
a catechetical handbook for use in adult instruction classes. 

The proposition to provide gratuitously some Lenten help for our 
pastors in the general stimulation of Lutheran Christian evangelism 
was first discussed at the Commission’s Lakeside 1929 meeting, and 
was finally executed January 15, 1930. “Evangelistic Thoughts for 
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Lent” was the title of this Lenten pamphlet, edited by the secretary- 
editor, containing: Part 1., seven meditations unto prayer suitable 
for the Lenten season; Part 2., a resume of Dr. Schuette’s “A Work- 
able Plan of Evangelism;” Part 3., a resume of Rev. Poovey’s “Organ- 
izing the Congregation for the Winning of Men;” Part 4., several 
testimonials from successful pastor-evangelists. A copy of this 
folder was mailed to each active pastor in the Buffalo, lowa and 
our own synod. 

The gradual increase in cooperation between pastors and the 
Commission in the latter’s annual tabulation of adult accession 
statistics was very gratifying in January 1930, when 5,391 adults 
and 3,227 confirmed children were reported enrolled in 337 congre- 
gations in 1929, representing a total increase of 8,618 or almost 5 
per cent; 49 per cent of 681 parishes submiting statistics. The Com- 
mission is grateful for this decided change of spirit from that mani- 
fested by only 141 replies to its Easter-Pentecost 1928 statistical 
inquiry. No doubt the weekly column “Commission on Evangelism” 
appearing in our Lutheran Standard has proven somewhat influential 
in the spread of greater evangelistic zeal among us. To God alone be 
glory!

STUDENT SERVICE 
Your Commission on Student Service, created at the 1928 conven- 
tion, has been functioning throughout the entire interim. Five com- 
mission meetings were held; survey made by questionnaire, folder 
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for freshmen prepared, printed and distributed; discussion topics for 
student study groups mailed to each student pastor; helpful correspon- 
dence maintained; work promoted and extended; future fields pre- 
pared. 

Student service is being rendered, under the partial or complete 
supervision of the commission, in the following places: Eugene, Cor- 
vallis, and Monmouth, Ore., Pullman, Wash., Dickinson and Valley 
Cty, N. D., Ann Arbor, Ypsilanti, and Lansing, Mich., Columbus 
and Athens, O. Approximately, one thousand Lutheran students are 
being reached with a yearly expenditure from synodical sources of 
only about three thousand dollars, two-thirds of which is budgeted in 
Synod’s “Educational Institutions.” For the next biennium the budget 
committee recommends two thousand dollars per year for this work. 
Since the commission estimated and requested more, it is hoped that 
where necessary, neighboring congregations will assist in financing 
the service to students. 

A Course of Studies is being prepared jointly under the auspices 
of the University Secretary of the Board of Education of the United 
Lutheran Church and the Student Service Commission. The first set 
of ten lessons, a foundation series in “Problems of Personal Per- 
suasion,” is being written by the chairman of the commission and 
will be ready for use in the fall of 1930. The secretary and chairman 
of the commission have accepted appointments, respectively, as ad- 
viser on the national committee of the Lutheran Student Association 
of America and as a member of the committee on “Lutheran Students’ 
Work” of the American Federation of Lutheran Brotherhoods. Thus 
wider usefulness has been secured to your commission in this impor- 
tant work. 7 

The Commission recommends that a student service commission 
be continued in the American Lutheran Church, consisting of five 
members appointed from the constituent synods now engaged in 
student service. 

The Commission further pleads that all parents and pastors do all 
in their power to continue home and church home contacts with the 
students and encourage campus church contacts. It is expected that 
the university and college pastors do their full duty in their intelli- 
gent and sympathetic pastoral relations with the students under their 
care.

COMMISSION ON BROTHERHOODS 


Your committee on Synodical Federation of Brotherhoods respect- 
fully submits the following report: 
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Literature, articles of information and suggestion, have been 
printed. Copies of these articles have been mailed to one hundred 
and fifty addresses, being sent only to those who requested them. A 
number of copies of each article are still on hand. Your committee 
asks what disposition is to be made of these? 

The cost of printing these leaflets was assumed by the brother- 
hoods of the following congregations: Hope, Columbus, Ohio; St. 
James, Wheeling, W. Va.; St. John’s, Grove City, Ohio; St. John’s, 
Fortieth Street, Pittsburgh, Pa., and Trinity, Columbus, Ohio. A 
word of appreciation, we believe, would be appropriate. 

Definite plans had been formulated and steps had been taken, in 
accordance with Synod’s instructions, to effect a synodical organiza- 
tion. Arrangements had been made to hold a meeting in Columbus, 
Ohio, on November the 12th and 13th, 1929, for that purpose. It was 
found, however, that the time was inopportune, and the project was 
therefore abandoned. 

Your committee suggests that brotherhood work, looking forward 
to the organization of a synodical federation, be continued. 

We, the members of your commission, herewith present our 
resignations.

GENERAL STATISTICIAN 


During the past two years a serious and relentless effort was 
made to gather complete and accurate statistics of all the activities 
of our congregations, institutions, boards, etc, This endeavor has 
resulted as follows: 

1. A decided opposition on the part of a persistent minority 
against elaborate statistics, resulting in an incomplete synodical 
report. 

2. A noticeable resentment against the elaborate parochial report 
which was regarded in many instances as another attempt to over- 
burden our busy pastors with non-important details. This attitude 
produced many partially filled-in and incorrect reports. 

8. Additional work for the District Statistician, which resulted 
in delayed and inaccurate district reports and consequently a delayed 
issue of the Statistical Yearbook. 

4. An increase in expenses necessary to the maintenance of the 
office of General Statistician and also to publication of the statistical 
reports. 

5. A greater interest in statistics on the part of many pastors. 
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6. An effort on the part of the districts to produce better 
statistics. 

A careful consideration of these results reveals that a short 
comprehensive statistical blank, similar to the one in use in the 
present Iowa Synod, should be used for the gathering of the annual 
statistics, and, an elaborate statistical blank, similar to the one in 
use in the present Joint Ohio Synod, be used for a complete ingather- 
ing of statistics every five years. 

On account of the unsatisfactory results obtained in the present 
method of gathering our statistics a system whereby the reports are 
received directly from their sources is desirable. I therefore suggest 
that in the American Lutheran Church the statistical reports be 
gathered directly from their sources by the office of the Stewardship 
Secretary. This would mean the elimination of the office of the 
District Statistician.

INTER-SYNODICAL CONFERENCE ON ELEMENTARY 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Two meetings of this committee were held during the past two 
years, both at Chicago, III., the first Feb. 5-6, 1929, the second, Feb. 
18, 1930. The committee was called into existence originally primar- 
ily for the purpose of trying out the possibility of building up a 
common Sunday school curriculum. It was, however, discovered al- 
ready at the 1928 meeting that this aim could not be attained in any 
near future. But it was felt that the meetings should nevertheless 
be continued, though on a broader basis. Such meetings would, for 
one thing, provide a point of contact among the different bodies, and 
for another, they would make possible the discussion of educational 
subjects that are of mutual interest and concern. 

At the 1929 meeting the following subjects were discussed: “The 
Essentials of a fully graded Sunday School Curriculum”; “What can 
the Church do to hold young People after Confirmation?” and “Tests 
and Measurements in Christian Education.” At the 1930 meet_ng 
“The Confessional Principles in Religious Education” were discussed 
and the question, “Shall our Conference Continue?” »The Challenge 
of Education to the Church,” was also to have been discussed, but 
the writer of the paper was unable to be present in person while his 
paper, though sent in time, failed to be delivered. A meeting for 
1931 was arranged for. 

Both your representatives were present at the first meeting, but 
absent at the second, one on account of illness, the other for certain 
other reasons.

The date of Feb. 26-27, 1930, found a group of some two hundred

Dean Miller, a man of deep consecration, in a most gracious and 
pleasing manner, drew on his wide knowledge of the Scriptures in 
leading us to sublime heights, in a study of the Promise, the Coming 
and the Activity of the Holy Spirit. We venture the assertion that 
no one who gave earnest attention to these presentations could help 
but come away from those meetings a better Spirit-filled Christian.

The extension department believes that 
in knowledge there is power, so at intervals during the past two 
years special literature concerning our work has been printed and 
distributed among our pastors and women. The information gained 
through such literature has led us to believe that many have become 
interested, for the organization of missionary societies and district 
groups has followed. 


At present we have 330 societies enrolled, with a membership of 
14,600 women. This is a gain of 40. societies since the report of 1928. 
These societies are grouped into 17 districts, the Chicago, Eastern 
Wisconsin, Central Wisconsin and Kansas City Conferences having 
been formed since our last report. Besides these there is a temporary 
organization in Central Kansas which is to be fully launched this 
summer, and Nebraska has organized but has not yet joined the 
General Conference. 


During the months of May and June this year our General Presi- 
dent, Miss Lehmann, spent some time in California and Washington, 
and, through her efforts, with God’s guidance, we are looking for the 
development of our Conference in the far Northwest. 


In localities where our districts overlap with our Iowa and 
Buffalo Synod societies, steps have been taken to unite them in 
groups, and happy are we to take up their interests and to share ours 
with them in return. 


After the merger of the three Synods, our Women’s Missionary 
Conference will be known as the Federation of Women’s Missionary 
Societies of the American Lutheran Church. From this source we 
should soon double our numbers. We are looking forward with 
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happy anticipation to the merger with our sisters of the lowa and 
Buffalo Synods. 

Thus it may be seen we are growing and expect to grow in the 
future. As we ask our pastors to support our organizations, we will 
ask God to give the increase. 


Life and In Memoriam Department 


(Endowment Fund established by Sale of Memberships) 

The interest on the Life and In Memoriam Fund is being used 
toward the support of Miss Irene Mellenbruch, our Mexican Mission 
Worker. Splendid work is being done in the Mexican field. After 
visiting the field last winter, Miss Lehmann reported that the people 
are certainly making the most of their opportunity. 

During the period since the last Conference meeting, 197 life 
members have been enrolled and 65 memorials; also six transfers. 
Through the sales of these memberships for 1928-30, we have realized 
$3,685.00. This, together with cash on hand and interest on invest- 
ments, brought our income in this department to $5,226.84. Of this 
amount $4,350 was invested with loan companies. 


Literature Department 


A great deal of time has been given to current and standard 
missionary literature; reviews have been made for study classes, 
individuals and church societies; dialogues and pageants have been 
prepared for publication; material has been furnished for the 
Lutheran Youth. Approximately 95,000 leaflets have been printed 
and distributed. 

The Missionary Programs have been prepared for the women’s 
societies and Junior Bands and published monthly. Packets of helps 
for regular and special meetings are prepared semi-annually. 


The receipts of the Programs Fund to date (June 10, 1930) are 
$4,272.31; disbursements $3,843.30, leaving a balance on hand of 
$429.01. | 


Interest in reading and intensive study has shown a marked in- 
crease during the biennium. Especially is this true of the outlying 
and new districts. More packets are being called for. Mrs. H. B. 
Adams, the Literature Secretary, has attended several district meet- 
ings, in the interest of increasing the distribution of Christian litera- 
ture. To this end also a Readers’ Roll of Honor has been established. 
The number of women who have read a sufficient number to qualify 
them for a place on this Readers’ Roll of Honor is steadily increas- 
ing. When we remember that this means also the reading of the 
church papers and a consequent greater interest in the work of the 
Church and its mission, which will be passed on by the mothers to 
the children, the outlook for the future is full of promise. 

The increase of the subscription list of the Monthly Missionary 
Programs, and the many words of praise and appreciation, telling 
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of its splendid help and service, are evidence that it is fulfilling the 
purpose for which it is published. The aim is that every woman of 
Synod may become a subcriber and reader of this magazine. It is 
spreading information and interest even where no districts of our 
Conference have as yet been organized. 

We now have a subscription list of 10,975. 

Feeling that this little magazine has outgrown its name, begin- 
ning with the January, 1931, issue, it will go forth under the name 
of “The Women’s Missionary Outlook,” which we hope will aid the 
women in visualizing the opportunities for service. 


Editors, Standard and Kirchenzeitung 

The report of the Editor of the Women’s Page of the Lutheran 
Standard and of the Associate Editor of the Kirchenzeitung show 
consistent and efficient work being done, and the issues containing 
the Women’s Page are awaited with much interest. 

The editors did very splendid work in the Almanac and Kalender, 
in the writing of the history of the Women’s Missionary Con- 
ference. 

It is planned to publish a short program outline for missionary 
societies on the Women’s Page of the Kirchenzeitung. These we feel 
will be of material aid to our German sisters. 


Thank Offering Department 


The Thankoffering, used to instill into the hearts of our women 
a habit of systematic giving, is more and more expressing the grati- 
tude for God’s many blessings. As we recognize and appreciate His 
daily blessings, we are to make daily gifts. The effect of this con- 
sistent giving cannot be estimated. 

Our Thankoffering returns for 1928-1929 were $40,748.09. $5,000 
per year for the biennium has been appropriated toward the salaries 
of Dr. Kantzer and Miss Prange and the maintenance of the hospital 
in India. 

Included in the estimated cost of hospital maintenance is an item 
of $150 per year for the building up of a hospital library. This 


we feel is a very necessary and essential part of the hospital equip- 
ment. 


$5,000 has been appropriated for equipment of the kitchen and 
living room of Luther College at Regina; altar and covers for the 
Grace Lutheran Church at Washington, D. C., at a cost of $750; ad- 
ditional equipment for the Girls’ Dorm at Capital University amount- 
ing to $210. 

At the last General Conference meeting it was voted to continue 
the Parsonage Building Fund until the sum of $75,000 shall have 
been reached. Total receipts on this amount to $40,310.33; total 
loans amounted to $28,900; total refunds amounted to $2,978.60. 
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Three additional loans have been granted since this report was made; 
eleven missions have been assisted. 


India Hospital Fund 


The treasurer of this fund reports that requisitions totalling 
$35,000 for the building of the hospital have been met. 


Lace Department 
This department is one in which the Women’s Missionary Con- 
ference is happy to take part, for while this work is done primarily 
with the idea of assisting our less fortunate sisters and at the same 
time point them to the Savior, yet the finished products sent to us 
from far off India are indeed a matter of pride. There is an ever 
increasing Gemand for these beautiful laces, and much more could be 
sold. 
Mother’s Day is now observed generally throughout Conference 
as India Lace School Day.

Cost of laces, duty on importation, maintenance of

Junior Department 

Realizing that the will of our Heavenly Father is to do con- 
sistent work in His vineyard, and that we are not to “become weary in 
well-doing,” so that the work will be carried on some day where we 
lay it down, the Junior Mission Bands are being organized and they 
too are doing very consistent and constructive work. We are very 
anxious that our children too shall realize the opportunities for serv- 
ice and to this end we are sponsoring this work. 

Reports from 14 districts show that 58 bands have been organized 
with a membership of 1498 children; contributions toward the Kodai- 
kanal Hostel amount to $3,411.06; miscellaneous contributions aggre- 
gate $1,661.35. 

On the $10,000 advanced for the erection of the Hostel we have 
been able, through these activities and gifts of the Junior Bands, to 
repay $7,699.70. 

We trust that many more children may be given the opportunity, 
through interested leaders, to work in the Master’s vineyard. 


Special Needs 
Societies or individuals often wish to remember our missionaries, 
old folks’ homes, orphanages, schools, institutions, etc. with gifts and, 
in order that they may know what is most needed, where to send it 
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and also to insure a fair distribution of gifts, the Women’s Mission- 
ary Conference at its convention in 1928 established the Department 
of Special Needs. 


Since that time about thirty Canadian missionaries received gifts 
of money or boxes; twenty-five home missionaries in the various 
fields, the workers in our colored and Mexican schools were remem- 
bered by twelve societies and about thirty-five societies remembered 
the orphans’ and old folks’ hoimes and all the other institutions con- 
nected with Synod. One box of gifts was sent to the Oberdorfer fam- 
ily in India. 


No doubt many more good deeds were done by our women’s 
societies which were not reported to this department. 


The interesting and appreciative letters received from the re- 
cipients of these gifts have proven without a doubt that the thought- 
fulness of those at home for the brothers and sisters in the fields of 
labor have not been in vain. 


May we ever be mindful of the Master’s command: “Freely ye 
have received, freely give.” Matthew 10,8. 


Go, labor on; spend and be spent, 
Thy joy to do the Father’s will;

The Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States 
met in an adjourned session of its forty-ninth convention, the seven- 
teeth as a delegate body, in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Toledo, Ohio, 
Revs. L. H. Schuh, Ph. D., D. D., H. F. Schuh, and Fred Schuh, pas- 
tors, on the morning of August 6, 1930 for a three days’ session. 


The Synod was opened with divine services conducted by the 
President, Rev. C. C. Hein, D. D., at 8:30 A. M. The synodical ser- 
mon was based on Gal. 6, 14: “God forbid that I should glory save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


At the close of the service the convention was opened with the 
liturgical service contained in the liturgy of Synod. The call for 
this meeting as published in the official church papers of Synod was 
read by the Secretary. 

The organization was effected by the calling of the roll. Seventy- 
four pastors and forty-four lay-delegates responded to their names, 
as well as forty-eight advisory members. The chairman announced 
that a quorum was present.

Rev. E. Kemena gave an address in appreciation 
of the services of Dr. Ernst for the Joint Synod of Ohio and the 
Lutheran Church in general. 

The Publicity Bureau was in charge of Rev. E. W. Schramm ont 
rendered excellent service.

REPORT OF THE FIRST COMMITTEE 
President’s Communications and Intersynodical Relations 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


1. We agree with the honorable President that we Lutheran 
Christians should at all times realize the danger of entangling al- 
liances and bear the charges of self-conceit, narrowness, bigotry, fan- 
aticism, exclusiveness, and the like, rather than permit ourselves to 
become unequally yoked together with the enemies of Christ and His 
truth. 

2. a. Also we hold with him that unity in the truth as expressed 
by the preaching of the Gospel and the administration of the Sacra- 
ments is the basis for a union in harmony with the prayer of Christ. 
Unity in the proclamation of the Gospel and the administration of the 


Sacraments, however, applies not only to doctrine, but also to practice. - 


The latter is the application of the former to the life of the church. 
Biblical practice is the confession of the truth, un-Biblical pract ce 
its denial. For this reason a true union must be based upon unity in 
practice as well as in doctrine. Such is a union in accord with the 
Scriptures and Article VII of the Augsburg Confession. 

b. For us unionism in a religious sense is a term of censure desig- 
nating indiscrimintate joint participation in worship and church work 
with those from whom we are separated because of differences in doc- 
trine and practice, the effect of which is either to hide such difference 
or to make it appear that it is of no consequence. In defining church 
activities joint participation in which involves unionism a distinction 
must be made, however, between the administration of the means of 
grace on the one hand and lectures or addresses on the other. 

c. In the application of the principles above enunciated it is not 
always possible to give a categorical answer in every case to the 
question whether this or that is unionism. We believe two rules of 
conduct should be observed. On the one hand to adhere strictly to the 
Scriptural principles in regard to doctrine and practice to which we 
stand committed and not to seek and if at all possible to avoid oc- 
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casions that may give rise to the charge of unionism, and on the other 
hand brotherly confidence that brethren who in difficult circumstances 
may become involved in what appears to be unionism are nevertheless 
as conscientious as ourselves and faithful to our principles. 

3. a. We deplore the refusal of the Missouri Synod to adopt the 
Intersynodical Theses which members of their own Seminary faculty 
at St. Louis had helped to formulate and adopt. We stand ready to 
re-open negotiations looking toward better mutual understanding. 

b. As regards any other Lutheran synods from whom we are 
still separated we express our readiness to negotiate with them also 
on the basis of the Minneapolis Theses and we sincerely hope and 
pray that such negotiations will ultimately result in uniting the divided 
Lutheran forces in America. 

4. a. We heartily rejoice that by the grace of God our negotia- 
tions with our sister synods of Iowa and Buffalo have brought such 
gratifying results that at this meeting an organic union will be con- 
summated. 

b. We approve the action taken by our worthy President in re- 


gard to the proposed federation of “The American Lutheran Confer- | 


ence. 

c. We recommend the establishment of pulpit and altar fellow- 
ship with the Augustana Synod, the Lutheran Free Church, and the 
United Danish Ev. Lutheran Synod in America. 

d. We recommend that our Synod take part in the organization 
of the American Lutheran Conference and become a member thereof, 
and that delegates be elected to the organization meeting. 

5. We recommend the adoption of the Constitution and the 
By-laws of the proposed American Lutheran Conference. 


B. PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


1. We recommend that the official appointments made by our 
worthy President and his official acts be approved. 

2. We call attention to the untiring zeal, marked initiative and 
faithfulness to Lutheran principles with which our honorable Presi- 
dent has discharged the work of his office. We thank God for what 
He has done for us through this His servant and we recommend that 
Joint Synod by rising vote express its appreciation and thanks. 


REPORT OF THE SECOND COMMITTEE 


Educational Institutions 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


A. GENERAL REMARKS 


1. All our educational institutions, according to the report 
submitted to your body, have been successful and prosperous during 
the past two years. We call upon all our people to praise God and to 
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give thanks to Him for the rich blessings, to pray God for His con- 
tinued favor and blessing, and to give generous support to our edu- 
cational work which should be continued on the same high level. 

2. It is our conviction that irrespective of what the state may do 
in the field of higher education, the church will always have the mis- 
sion of carrying on higher education under Christian influence. We, 
therefore, request the American Lutheran Church to instruct its Board 
of Education to make a thorough survey and present at its second 
convention definite plans for its general educational policy. 

3. We recommend that the American Lutheran Church instruct 
its Board of Education to study in conjunction with the American 
Lutheran Conference the whole field of education as it will be affected 
by the formation of the American Lutheran Conference, for the pur- 
pose of cooperation, of economy, of efficiency, and to bring definite 
recommendations at the next synodical meeting for the coordination 
of our educational work. 

4. With reference to Junior Colleges, we are of the convic- 
tion that Junior College work is of vital importance for our educa- 
tional program. 

5. We have in hand the following 


COMMUNICATION FROM THE NORTHWESTERN DISTRICT 


“Your Committee on cooperation with Pacific Lutheran College 
recommends the following: 


“1. That the Northwestern District petition Joint Synod to set 


aside an annual appropriation of at least $2500.00 for Pacific Luther- 
an College. 


“2. That we, the Northwestern District, throw open our congre- 
gations for the solicitation of members for the Pacific Lutheran 88 


lege Development Association. 

“3. That, for the sake of fostering interest in Pacific Lutheran 
College, we consider it advisable to have a properly qualified Joint 
Synod pastor on the teaching staff of Pacific Lutheran College, that 
Joint Synod have an advisory member on the Board and that the 
president of the Northwestern District be this advisory member. 

“4. That a committee, similar to the present Spokane. College 
Committee, be created and instructed to function in the interest of 
Pacific Lutheran College. 

“5. That we, as a District, pledge ourselves to ber Pacific 
Lutheran College by the sending of students and in every way that 
will be conducive to the proper development of Pacific Lutheran 
College.” 

We express our approval of these recommendations. We are 
glad to note that Rev. Leonard Ludwig has been appointed as an ad- 
visory member of the Board of Pacific Lutheran College and that Rev. 
Jesse Pflueger has accepted a call to become a member of the faculty. 
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We recommend that the present Spokane College Committee consist- 
ing of President C. C. Hein and President Otto Mees be continued to 
work in conjunction with the general board of education of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America in behalf of our work in Pacific 
Lutheran College. 

6. With our General President, we recognize that in the death of 
Dr. H. Ernst we have lost one of our leaders, a great theologian, a 
noble Christian character, a self-sacrificing laborer in the Lord’s vine- 
yard. We thank the Lord of the Church for the invaluable services 
which this man of God has rendered to our Synod, especially in the 
Northwest. 

7. In answer to the request of the Executive Committee of the 
Women’s Missionary Conference, we wish to reply that in our opinion 
the present charter of Capital University makes it impossible for us 
to comply with this request. 


B. THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


1. We as a Synod thank the God of infinite mercy, grace and 
blessing for the privilege of celebrating the 100th anniversary of the 
opening of our Theological Seminary, now of Columbus, Ohio. We 
thank Him that this beloved institution has been permitted to complete 
a century of service in preparing men for the Gospel ministry and 
otherwise developing the spiritual life of the church. May the in- 
creasing years of her existence mean an ever-growing service of 
Christ and His Church, hastening the day when the Kingdom of God 
may be fully established. 

2. In view of unusual circumstances, we sanction the action of 
the Board in extending a call to Prof. Herbert Leupold without fol- 
lowing the usual course of procedure. We rejoice that his work has 
been of such great service to the Seminary. 


3. We thank God that Dr. Lenski has been preserved through 
his severe illness and is now able to resume his class work. 


C. CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


We recommend that the petition to create Chair of Assistant 
Professor of Bible be granted. This action will not involve additional 
expense for the next two years. 


D. ST. PAUL-LUTHER COLLEGE, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


We recommend that Synod instruct the Board to extend a call to 
Prof. E. Denef. 


E. HEBRON COLLEGE AND ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEBR. 


We regret the departure of Prof. Wm. Hieronymus to other fields 
of service; we wish to express our appreciation of his ten years of 
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faithful service. We rejoice that a successor has been found in the 
person of Prof. Walter Hellman. 


F. ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, W. VA. 


Inasmuch as Joint Synod at two previous meetings gave author- 
ity to St. John’s Academy, Petersburg, to introduce Junior College 
work, and inasmuch as the proposed Constitution of the American 
Lutheran Church stipulates that this institution shall be continued 
with the aim of its development into a Junior College, we recom- 
mend to the American Lutheran Church that the following items be 
placed on the budget:

REPORT OF THE THIRD COMMITTEE 


Charitable Institutions and Board of Aids 
(As Adopted by Synod) 
A. CHILD PLACEMENT | 
Your committee submits the following recommendations: 


I. General Recommendations 


a. That our Boards in the two Orphans’ Homes, St. John’s at 
Mars, Pa., and Wernle Home at Richmond, Ind., each be governed 
by a board consisting of six men and three women, 
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b. That Synod authorize its children’s homes to pay more at- 
tention to the placing of children in approved foster homes. 


e. That in order to carry out this plan these institutions, wher- 
ever possible, utilize the Inner Mission and social agencies; and where 
possible, employ special case workers to investigate carefully all ap- 
plications for reception and the character of the homes into which 
children are to be placed, and supervise the children after placement. 
All information thus gathered is to be kept on record for ready 
reference. 


d. That our present children’s homes be retained as temporary 


homes and homes for such children as can not be placed in foster . 


homes. 


e. The age limit of those to be received is to be left to the dis- 
cretition of the Boards. 

f. We recommend that, wherever possible, children be given over 
to the custody of the homes by court order, this order to include obli- 


_ gating the surviving relatives to assist, according to ability, in the 
support of the children. 


g. We recommend that on the reception of a child, it be submit- | 
ted to a thorough medical examination by the physician of the home, 


and that there be regular medical and dental examinations of the chil- 
dren at least once a year, and that the reports of these examinations 
be made a matter of record for each child. 

h. We recommend that there be regular fire drills at least once 
every month in all our children’s homes. 

i. We recommend that accurate records be kept with reference 
to the antecedents of the children, to their stay in the homes and to 
their life after they leave the homes. These records should be kept 
in a special folder for each child for ready reference. 

j. We recommend that the names be changed from “Orphan” to 
“Children’s” Home, 


II. Special Recommendations 
a. With reference to the home at Mars, Pa. 


1. That the separate school for this institution be discontinued 
and the children be sent to the public school of the village of Mars, 
the superintendent of the Home giving our children religious instruc- 
tion before or after regular school hours or on Saturdays. An effort 
should be made to have the respective school districts from which the 
children come pay their tuition. 

2. With reference to the removal of the laundry in the children’s 
home to the basement of the new hospital building and that the chil- 
dren have their own kitchen and dining room in the children’s home 
building, your committee recommends whilst these changes are ad- 
visable, in view of the present financial situation of Synod, nothing be 
done for the present. 
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b. With reference to the Wernle Home at Richmond, Ind. 

1. That the board shall make such special provision for the 
schooling of the children as in their opinion is best. 

2. That the present arrangement of alternating between the two 
churches of our Synod at Richmond in attendance at Sunday school 
and church services as well as confirmation be discontinued and that 
the old order of giving the institution one church home be re- 
established. 

8. To the request of Trinity Lutheran congregation for equal 
representation with St. John’s congregation on the Board of the 
Wernle Home, your committee replies that synod has no regulation 
whereby any individual congregation is to receive special consideration 
in the election of board members of Children’s Homes.

1. Wernle Children’s Home, Richmond, Ind.

b. We commend the Wonten’s Missionary Conference for placing 
a memorial tablet in the home in memory of Mrs. Emma Goehring, 
deceased, in recognition of her untiring zeal and valuable service 
rendered to this institution.

a. We commend the Board for its efficient management of the 
affairs of this institution. 

b. We recommend that the petition of the board for permission 
to establish a fund for a new building or an addition to one of the 
present buildings be granted. 

4. St. Paul’s Lutheran Old Folks’ and Children’s Home, Melville, 
Sask. 
We are gratified with the success of this institution in the work of 
Christian mercy. 

5. Grace Lutheran Sanatorium, San Antonio, Texas. 

a. We rejoice with the Board of this institution in view of the 


progress during the past biennium. 


b. We sincerely urge upon the pastors and congregations of 
Synod that special efforts be put forth to increase the sale of Christ, 
mas seals for the support of this institution.

1. Your committee does not consider the present allowance of 
$25,000 sufficient to provide for the urgent need of the beneficiaries of 
this fund.

Home Missions and Student Service 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


Your Committee on Home Missions and Student Service begs 
leave to report the following: 


1. Home Missions, page 44. 

(a) We deeply regret the loss of Rev. H. P. Dannecker, D. D., 
president of the Board, as well as of Rev. E. G. Hertz, an active 
member of the Board, who have passed to their eternal reward. We 
thank the Lord of the Church for the valuable services they have 
rendered to Synod, especially to the cause of Missions. 

(b) We are sorry to note that two District reports were lack- 
ing and several incomplete, yet we note from the report of the field 
that our home missionaries are serving 150 mission parishes compris- 
ing 16,527 communicants, 2 Sunday school pupils in 225 Sunday 
schools. 

templated on account of lack of funds, both in the Home Mission 
treasury and Church Building Fund. We agree with the Mission 
Board that local iniative should remedy this in part. 
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2. Church Building Fund, Page 44. 

(a) We call the attention of Synod to the fact that Secretary 
Lehmann is continually in receipt of letters asking when the prom- 
ised loans can be had, as the work is handicapped without the loans. 
As a remedy we would suggest that missions which are in arrears 
with their refund payments be prevailed upon by the district officials 
to make as large payments as possible within the next few months. 


„) Resolved that we grant the Church Building Board per- 
mission to borrow money up to 10% of the Capital of the Church 
Building Fund, providing that the interest is paid from interest re- 
ceived from loans. 


(c) As a temporary relief to our Home Missions who are now in 
great need of funds, we recommend the issuing of bonds locally. 


(d) We highly commend the Women’s Missionary Conference 
for creating and increasing the Parson Fund “so that more and 
more of our missionaries are housed in their own parsonages, thus 
saving rent money now being paid from our missions appropriations.” 


(e) As a way to meet this additional cut, we recommend that 
Home Mission congregations in more favorable localities assume more 
of the missionaries’ support, and that our synodical publications lay 
more stress upon Home Mission work. 


8. Report of Lutheran Home Missions Council. 

We have carefully read the report of one of our representatives 
at the second Lutheran Home Missions Counci! meeting held in Chica- 
go, July 1 and 2. We approve of the participation of our delegates in 
this meeting and submit the proposed constitution for adoption, hop- 
ing, that the work of this committee will result in greater comity and 


cooperation among the Lutheran bodies in the work of Home Mis- 
sions. 


CONSTITUTION OF LUTHERAN HOME MISSIONS COUNCIL 


(1). The name of this organization shall be: Lutheran Home 
Missions Council of America. 


(2). The object of this organization shall be: mutual encour- 
agement and edification in Home Mission work and methods; the 
study and survey of Home Mission fields; the approval and adoption 
of principles according to which Home Mission fields may be occupied 
and worked without duplication of effort and expense and without the 
practice of unfriendly competition. The Council shall also offer its 
services as a body of arbitration in cases of controversy between any 
of the participating bodies in matters connected with work in Home 
Mission fields. The powers of the Council shall be advisory only. 


(3). Lutheran General bodies shall be entitled to elect the voting 
membership of this council as follows: Bodies -with a confirmed 
membership of 50,000 or loss, two members; bodies with a confirmed 
membership of 100,000, three members; bodies with a confirmed mem- 
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bership of 200,000, four members; bodies with a confirmed member- 
ship of more than 200,000, one additional member for every additional 
200,000, one additional member for every additional 200,000 confirmed 
members, as also for a remaining fraction thereof in excess of 
100,000. Each duly appointed member of the Council shall be en- 
titled to one vote. Members of the Council shall be elected by the 
representative Home Missions Boards or by the respective general 
bodies. Meetings shall be open, and the privileges of the floor, but 
not the right to vote, may be extended to visitors. 


(4). The officers of the Council shall be: a president, a vice- 
president, a secretary, a treasurer. Their term of office shall be one 
year. Election of officers shall be by ballot. The duties of the of- 
ficers shall be those usually attaching to their respective offices. 


(5). Regular meetings of the Council shall be held annually, on 
the fourth Tuesday of January. Special meetings may be called by 
the officers. 

(6). The officers of the Council shall constitute its Executive 
Committee. This committee shall arrange the programs of the annual 
meetings and shall perform whatever other duties may be assigned to 
it by the Council. 


(7). In case of controversy involving Home Mission agencies of 
any two bodies represented in the Council, the president shall appoint 
a committee consisting of representatives of three bodies not directly 
involved in the controversy. This committee shall endeavor to effect 
a settlement satisfactory to both parties. Controversies, to receive 
the attention of the Council, must be represented in writing. When a 
Committee on Controversy reports failure of its efforts, the Council 
itself shall consider the case and shall render an advisory decision, 
with recommendations. 

4. Student Service. 

(a) We heartily endorse the effort of the Commission in pre- 
paring literature and endeavoring to widen the scope of its work. 

(b) We deem it necessary to continue this Commission in the 
American Lutheran Church and recommend that five members be 
appointed to carry on the work. 

(c) We plead with the parents of students for a more hearty 
cooperation with the student pastors in establishing contacts with our 
students in universities and colleges. 

Because of the needs in the field of Home Missions, members of 
the Mission Board urged the matter of initiative in local quarters, mis- 
sionary sponsors in congregations who are willing besides their sup- 
port of the regular benevolence to contribute liberally to missions, 
as also congregations who are willing to sponsor missions of their 
Rev. E. C. Stellhorn addressed the Synod briefly on the need 
and importance of Student Service at our universities. 
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REPORT OF THE FIFTH COMMITTEE 


Foreign Missions 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


1. We thank God for the fine group of devoted young men and 
women we already have in this field and pray that their health be pre- 
served to them and that since at present the field is not sufficiently 
manned the number of these workers be increased as soon as the 
necessary means can be secured. 


2. We render our hearty thanks to God that the transfer of the 
Hermannsburg Mission has finally been amically adjusted and grate- 
fully approve the actions of our Foreign Mission Board and its 
commissioners in the matter. We assure Hermannsburg of our con- 
tinued good will and cooperation in its Foreign Mission work. 


3. We note the ordination of two India pastors, the graduation 
of 11 catechists and twelve teachers, and the baptism of 633. We 
hope that the number of India workers be greatly increased so that 
the evangelistic work may be prosecuted with increased zeal and vigor. 


4. We are happy to report that $25,000 have been received for 
the Centralized Christian School at Renigunta, and that the first unit 
of its buildings is being erected. Since, however, the plan approved 
by Joint Synod at its last convention called for a plant costing $50,000 
we plead that also the remaining $25,000 may be promptly con- 
tributed. 


5. We are gratified by what has been done by the Junior Mission 
Band for the Kodaikanal School property and recommend that Synod 
encourage also those Sunday schools which have no Junior Mission 
Band to support this work between now and January 1, 1931. 


6. We regret that Rev. Carl Scriba has been incapacitated 
through illness for his work as literary missionary. We extend him 
our sympathy and ask the Board to fill the vacancy as soon as pos- 
sible. 


7. We hereby recognize the generosity of the women of our Synod 
in erecting, equipping and maintaining the general hospital at Reni- 
gunta, India. We rejoice that this hospital is at this time about ready 
to receive patients. 


8. The ever increasing number of congregations, Sunday schools 
and individuals who are supporting missionaries, teachers and India 
pupils deserves honorable mention and is worthy of emulation. 

9. We ask Synod to approved the action of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Conference in devoting the Mother’s Day offering to the de- 
velopment of the Lace School. 


10. The item concerning the budget for 1931 and 1932 is being 
taken care of by the Committee on Finances. 
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11. a. We recommend to permit the Lutheran Orient Mission 
to carry on its work in our circles as heretofore as authorized by the 
Blue Island resolution. 


b. We recommend to grant Rev. A. Boerger ten minutes some 
time during this convention to speak in behalf of this work. 

Number 7 was adopted by a rising vote. 

Under number 11 Rev. Boerger presented the cause of the Orient 
Mission in Persia. 


REPORT OF THE SIXTH COMMITTEE 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


A. COLORED MISSIONS 


1. It is gratifying to note that in spite of peculiar handicaps 
and numerous disappointments the work of Colored Missions shows 
encouraging progress. 

2. Since the Board feels that the work has not in the past re- 

ceived the cordial cooperation from all pastors and congregations that 
it deserves, we desire to give encouragement by pledging whole heart- 
ed synodical support. 

8. Inasmuch as the Board recognizes the impracticability of 
educating the colored youth in the north, we recommend that steps be 
taken toward the erection of an educational institution in the south 
for the purpose of educating future colored workers. 

Revs. Richards and Freseman gave Synod information with re- 
gard to the work of our Colored Mission. 


B. MEXICAN MISSIONS 
1. We wish to express our gratification that there has been ex- 
pansion in this work, both relative to fields and workers. 
: 2. We appreciate the increase of interest manifested by our 
Synod, the Texas District, the Women’s Missionary Conference, and 
our educational institutions in this work. 

3. Since our ultimate objective has been to enter Mexico proper 
and the solution lies in educating native workers, we recommend the 
establishment of an institution of learning where Mexicans may be 
prepared for missionary work, inasmuch as funds are now available 
for this purpose. | 

Rev. Felger gave Synod information with regard to this work. 


C. JEWISH MISSIONS 
Missionary Marcovitz having resigned, we await the action of 
the Buffalo Synod regarding Jewish Mission work. 
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REPORT OF THE SEVENTH COMMITTEE 


Administration Affairs and Finances 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


Your committee reports the following resolutions: 


1. We approve the principle adopted by the Finance Committee 
and the Joint Budget Committee that the American Lutheran Church 
do not appropriate a larger amount of money for 1931 than may be 
reasonably expected on the basis of past receipts and that the Ameri- 
can Lutheran Church limit its appropriations to such amount. 

2. Resolved, That a concerted effort on the part of pastors and 
congregations be made to reach the quota for 1930 and that each dele- 
gate here present make himself responsible to see that all the con- 
gregations in his precinct respond and that the Finance Committee 
supervise this effort. 

3. We approve the action of the Board of Trustees that the sum 
of $10,000 for St. Paul and $8,000 for Pullman, which have been 
included in the 1930 Thankoffering must be considered a part of 
Synod’s debt, provided the money is spent as authorized. 

4. We approve the action of the Board of Trustees in regard 
to the Wernle Orphans’ Home share of the Million Dollar offering. 

5. We approve the action of the Board of Trustees in including 
the Regina campus debt of $7,000 in the 1930 Thankoffering and 
authorizing the payment of the same. 

6. We approve the action of the Board of Trustees in approving 


the plans and bid of $20,000 for the President’s residence at Capital 
University. 


7. We approve the action of the Board of Trustees in approving 


the schedule of annuity rates and authorizing the General Treasurer 
to transfer the interest from the daily balance to the annuity account 
if necessary to avoid a debit balance. 

8. In the report of the Finance Committee we are glad to note 
that ninety-five per cent of our pastors and congregations took part 
in the Million Dollar Thankoffering and that some of the remaining 
five per cent promised to do something before the close of the year. 
In view of the absolute necessity of liquidating all our debts by Jan- 
uary 1, 1931, and the urgent need of the Church Building Fund as well 
as some of our institutions, be it resolved that pastors and congrega- 
tions make strenuous efforts to secure the payment of all Thank- 
offering pledges of their members before the close of the year. 

9. Since in the proposed constitution of the American’ Lutheran 
Church there is found a provision for the budget to be made an- 
nually, be it resolved that we approve of this provision. 

10. We recommend that all our pastors and faculties give special 
attention to the subject of Stewardship teaching and preaching the 
Scriptural injunctions on Stewardship, and we would encourage the 
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Stewardship Secretary to supply books, outlines, and pamphlets to 
pastors and congregations for group study on the subject. 

11. Resolved, that the District Finance Committee make it one of 
their objectives to encourage and assist congregations within their 
respective districts in adopting the best method for their particular 
needs. 

12. We call attention to the report of the General Treasurer as 
printed. If further details are desired the same can be obtained from 
the General Treasurer. 


13. In the event that the Board of Colored Missions is authorized 
to establish an institution of higher education, we recommend to the 
American Lutheran Church that the Board of Colored Missions be 
permitted to raise $50,000 for this purpose through private solicita- 
tion. 


14. Your committee calls attention to a letter dated November 
14, 1929, from the chairman of the National Lutheran Commission 
for Soldiers and Sailors’ Welfare enclosing an audited financial state- 
ment of the work of this Commission. We heartily endorse the final 
statement of this letter as follows: “I am confident that with this 
final letter of mine you unite with me in Thanksgiving to our Lord 
who alone enabled us to perform this service. 

Faithfully, 
F. H. KxUunm.“ 


15. We call the attention of Synod to the fact that the amend- 
ment to Chapter 4, paragraph 5, of the Constitution has been rati- 
fied by a vote of the pastors and congregations of Synod. 

16. We recommend that a copy of the certified public account- 
ant’s report of the books of the Lutheran Book Concern be filed with 
the Board of Trustees at the next meeting following the audit. 

17. We recommend that a condensed financial report of the 
various institutions and boards be printed in the minutes. 

18. We recommend that Synod permit the $10,000 appropriated 
for church purposes on the campus of Luther College, St. Paul, 
Minn., to be used for a church on property owned by St. Paul’s con- 
gregation. 

19. We recommend that the request of the Theological Seminary, 
Columbus, Ohio, for an annual appropriation of $1,000 for library 
purposes be not granted. 

20. We recommend that the request of Capital University for 
an allowance of $500.00 per year for group insurance be not granted. 

21. We recommend that the congregation at Hebron, Nebraska, 
be given the first $10,000 after the debt is paid and the Church 
Building Fund has received its $200,000 from the Million Dollar 
Thankoffering. (Tabled for two years). 
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22. We recommend that the request of Luther College, Regina, 
Sask., for $5,000 toward a church building for Memorial Congregation 
be granted and that the same be included in the debt of Synod. 

23. We recommend that the request of St. John’s Academy, 
Petersburg, W. Va., for a special appropriation of $1,000 for sidewalk 
be granted and that this amount be added to the debt of Synod. 

24. We recommend that the request of Luther College, Regina, 
Sask., for an appropriation of $1,000 for architect fees be not granted. 

25. We recommend that the request of the Wernle Orphans’ 
Home for a special appropriation of $1,200 be granted. 

26. We approve the action of the Board of Trustees in approv- 
ing the sale and purchase of property at Capital University: 

“The Board of Capital University sold the northern portion of a 
lot on Drexel Avenue north of Main Street for the sum of $6,720 
minus commission and purchased a portion of land 108x145 with 
buildings on Pleasant Ridge Avenue, east of the University, for the 
sum of $15,750, the price of the Drexel Avenue lot being applied to 
the Pleasant Ridge Avenue lot, necessitating the borrowing of only 
about $10,000.” 

(This item of information was omitted in the printed reports of 
both Capital University and the Board of Trustees.) 

27. We recommend that the petition of St. John’s Hospital and 
Old Folks’ Home at Springfield, Minn., for permission to establish a 
fund for a new building be granted. This fund is to be established 
with special moneys that may be given for this purpose. 

28. We call the attention of Synod to the overcrowded conditions 
at our Luther College at Regina and in view of the present unfavor- 
able outlook as to the receipts of the Thankoffering in having a sur- 
plus over the debt and Church Building Fund, we recommend that 
under these circumstances the administration of Luther College, 
Regina, make a careful survey of its student capacity and for the 
present limit the number to be received and accommodated to its 
equipment. 

29. The reports of the treasurers as well as the financial state- 
ments from our institutions and boards have been referred to your 
committee. The following reports have the signature of auditors: 
Capital University, Board of Management of the Canada District, 
Mexican Missions, St. Paul-Luther College, Luther College, Regina, 
Sask., Colored Missions, St. John’s Old Folks’ Home and Hospital, 
Springfield, Minn., Grace Lutheran Sanatorium, Wernle Orphans’ 
Home. The following reports do not have the auditor’s signature: 
Hebron College and Academy, St. John’s Homes, Mars, Pa. Through 
some confusion the audited treasurer’s report of St. John’s Academy 
has not been given to your committee. A financial statement regard- 
ing the Woodville Normal properties was also presented. These re- 
ports deserve a careful study and analysis. A hurried and casual 
check of these reports show a variation in the style of set-up and also 
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some discrepancies. We recommend that these reports be submitted 
to the Finance Committee for analysis and that the Finance Commit- 
tee advise the various treasurers as to the style in which these reports 
must be set up and presented. 

30. We recommend to the American Lutheran Church that the 
salary of its President be $5,000 per annum. 

31. We recommend that the American Lutheran Church endorse 
the sale of Christmas seals for the benefit of Grace Lutheran San- 
atorium of San Antonio, Texas. 

32. Forasmuch as Stewardship Secretary Ralph H. Long has ac- 
cepted a call as Executive Director of the National Lutheran Council 
and has resigned his office as Stewardship Secretary, 


Be it Resolved: 

1. That we acknowledge ds efficient and devoted service to our 
- synodical organization and its several activities during his tenure of 
office. 
2. That we are firmly persuaded that as a result of his labors 
the rank and file of Synod have a keener sense of their Christian duty 
and of their obligations to support the work of God’s Kingdom. 

3. That we express the hope that the seed sown by him will bear 
abundant fruit in the years to come and that we assure him of our 
prayers and hearty good wishes for a successful administration of the 
important office he is about to assume. 

In connection with point 26 a resolution was adopted that the 
debt be taken care of without appeal to Synod or adding to the budget. 

Point 32 was adopted with a rising vote. 

In connection with this report the debt of Synod was discussed 
at length, and the following resolution was adopted: “Resolved, that 
as soon as the tabulated debts have been paid the Board of Trustees 
be instructed to turn over Thankoffering funds to the Home Mission 
Board for the Church Building Fund until $200,000 have been paid.“ 


REPORT OF THE EIGHTH COMMITTEE 
Publications 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


A. PUBLICATIONS 


1. We recommend that for 1932 the Publication Board issue 
graded Sunday school lessons for the intermediate departments. 

2. We recommend that Synod rescind the resolutions forbidding 
the sale of individual Communion cup sets and that in the future the 
Book Concern be permitted to sell them in the book store. 

3. The manager of the Book Concern has compiled a list of 


books and pamphlets published during the last biennium which will 


be read on the floor of Synod if Synod so desires. 
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4. We rejoice that the circulation of the Lutheran Standard has 
materially increased and we again recommend that the church papers 


be placed on the congregational budgets. 


B. KEPORT ON RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE

We recommend that we preserve the present method of gathering 
statistics in our Synod with the exception that the work of the general 
statistician be done by the office of the Stewardship Secretary.

A. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


At the request of Dr. C. C. Hein, we heard the verbal report of 
the acting Executive Director, Rev. F. H. Meyer, on the work and 
service rendered by the National Lutheran Council and your commit- 
tee resolved to submit the following resolutions: | 

Whereas the National Lutheran Council, during the eleven years 
of its existence, has proven its great value W all cooperating Lutheran 
general bodies: 

1. As the only existing agency for united representation before 
governments, other organizations and the American people, in such 
matters as affect the external life and well-being of the Lutheran 
Church at large, of particular synods, and of individual members of 
the church; 

2. As the only existing agency that maintains for its cooperating 
general bodies a reference department to which individuals, organiza- 
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tions, publishers of year books, dictionaries, reference works, as well | 
as editors and representatives of both the church and secular press 
may turn for exact information in regard to the Lutheran Church, its 
history, development, biographies and photographs of its leaders, etc.; 
8. As the only existing agency for the gathering, tabulating, eval- 
uating, and publishing of reliable statistics pertaining to all phases of 
the life and work of the Lutheran Church in America and in the 
world; 


4. As the only existing agency for supplying the church and 
secular press with news items concerning the church in America and 
the world, by distributing through its weekly news bulletins and 
special news bulletins, not only articles originally written in English, 
but also translations into English of news items appearing in the 
Norwegian, Swedish, Danish, Finnish, Polish, Slavic, Russian, and 
German periodicals; 

5. As the only existing agency by which its cooperative Lutheran 
general bodies can gather funds for the relief and support of weak, 
suffering and endangered Lutheran churches throughout the world, 
to be administered by the Executive Committee of the Lutheran World 
Convention; 


We recommend the following resolutions: 


1. Resolved, that the Joint Synod of Ohio respectfully petition 
the American Lutheran Church to join the National Lu- 
theran Council. 


2. Resolved, that the Joint Synod of Ohio, in order to enable the 
National Lutheran Council not only to perform its service 
more advantageously and to extend and strengthen its 
work, particularly in America, respectfully petition the 
American Lutheran Church, in case the foregoing resolu- 
tion be adopted, to instruct its commissioners to the Nation- 
al Lutheran Council to advocate, at the next annual meet- 
ing of the Council, the adoption of an annual budget based 
on a rate not to exceed three cents per confirmed member. 


B. THE LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 
Having read the official report of the meetings of the Lutheran 
World Convention and having heard the testimony of our official 
delegates, we believe it a duty to the conservative Lutherans of the 
world and to ourselves that we continue our representation in the 
Lutheran World Convention.

We recommend that the committee continue in its effort to secure 
a suitable manual for adult catechetical instruction.

on August 11 at 5 P. M., after the Merger had been completed, the two 


resolutions of section 16, a and b were unanimously adopted. (Re- 
ports page 80). 


The Uniform Constitution follows: 
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UNIFORM CONSTITUTION FOR THE THREE CONSTITUENT 
SYNODS 


Article I — Name 
The name of this corporation shall be the Evangelical Lutheran 
Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States. 


Article II — Confession of Faith 

This Synod’s confession of faith is the confession of faith set 
forth in Article II of the Constitution of the American Lutheran 
Church (a corporation organized under the laws of the State of 
Illinois). 

Article III — Objects 

disseminate the Christian religion as expressed in the doctrine and 
practice of the Evangelical Lutheran Church: 

a. By cooperating with, and functioning as an active part of, 
the American Lutheran Church; 

b. By executing, under the charter of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States all the instructions of the 
American Lutheran Church and doing such things and performing 
such acts as it shall be called upon to do by said American Lutheran 
Church and thereby fulfilling the objects as set forth in the first 
paragraph of this article. 

e. By supervising its boards and their activities and carrying 
out the trusts peculiar to it. 


Article IV — Powers 
For the better performance of its various functions, this Synod 
shall have power: 

a. To secure, maintain, and administer endowments and other 
funds in accordance with the decisions and under the supervision of 
the American Lutheran Church. 

b. To take, by gift, devise, bequest, purchase or otherwise, real, 
personal and mixed property, and to hold and use the same for any 
and all purposes incident to the objects stated in Article III; 
e. To sell, mortgage, pledge, lease, convey or otherwise transfer 
any and all such property held in its name; 

d. To establish and conduct all such other enterprises and 
endeavors and to exercise such further powers as may be necessary 
or expedient to carry out the objects and purposes as stated in 
Article III. 

Article V — Membership 

The membership of this corporation shall consist of the pastors 
and congregations heretofore regularly received and now constituting 
this corporation. 
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New members shall be received only after proper certification of 
the American Lutheran Church, which said certificate shall be signed 
by the Secretary of the American Lutheran Church and attested by 
its President. 

Failure of any member of this corporation to continue member- 
ship, and voluntary or involuntary separation from the American 
Lutheran Church shall automatically revoke the membership of such 
pastor or congregation from this Synod. 


Article VI — Synodical Meetings 
This Synod shall assemble as a synodical body every two years, 
at the time of the convention of the American Lutheran Church. 
Special meetings shall be held at the request and upon the direc- 
tion of the American Lutheran Church or its Board of Trustees. 


Article VII — Representation 

Synod in convention shall be composed of those of its members 
who are delegates attending the synodical convention of the American 
Lutheran Church. 

Article VIII — Officers 

The officers of this Synod, who shall assume and discharge the 
usual duties of their respective offices, shall be: a President, a First 
Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Secretary, and five 
Trustees, all to be elected by the Synod. 

The Trustees shall be the custodians of all synodical properties 
and appoint a Treasurer. 

The President, the Vice-Presidents, the Secretary and the five 
Trustees shall serve for a period of ten years. 

Vacancies in any office shall be filled by the President until the 
next convention of the Synod. 

Article IX — Business 

At its meeting, the Synod shall receive the reports of its officers, 
of its various boards and committees, elect officers and transact such 
other business as may be assigned to it by the American Lutheran 
Church.
